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Absiract of the Proceedings of a Con- 
vention of the Diocese of Maryland, 
held in St. Paul’s Church, Balti- 
more, June 16, 17, and 18, 1824. 


THe convention was composed of 
the Right Rev. Bishop Kemp, thirty- 
three presbyters, three deacons, and 
thirty-six lay-delegates, representing 
thirty-five parishes. 

It was opened with morning prayer, 
read by the Rev. Timothy Clowes, 
LL. D., rector of St. Paul’s parish, 
Kent county, and principal of Wash- 
ington college, Chestertown ; a sermon 
by the Rev. George Weller, rector of 
St. Stephen’s, Cecil county; and the 
administration of the holy communion 
by the bishop. 

The Rev. William E. Wyatt, D. D. 
was elected secretary, and Mr. Thomas 
Billopp, appointed assistant secretary. 


The bishop then delivered the fol- 
lowing address :— 


My reverend brethren of the clergy, 

and gentlemen of the laity, 

It has pleased Almighty God, in his 
infinite wisdom and goodness, to permit 
us to meet again in council, on the 
affairs of our Church—and in discharge 
of my duty, I now lay before you a 
statement of the principal occurrences 
of the last year. 

Immediately after the convention, 
on the 4th day of June, 1823, I ad- 
mitted the Rev. George B. Schaeffer, 
and the Rev. Henry H. Pfeiffer, to the 
holy order of priests. 

On the 5th day of the same month, 
T consecrated to the service of Almighty 
God, a new church lately built in Queen 
Caroline parish, Anne Arundel county, 
by the name of St. John’s. The con- 
secration sermon was preached by the 
Rev. Dr. Wyatt. ‘This is a neat and 
well constructed building, and the con- 
gregation is very respectable.

On the 18th of June, I also conse- 
crated a new church in Hagerstown— 
1 preached the consecration sermon 
myself. This isa handsome building, 
finished with great taste, and well cal- 
culated for all the offices of the Church 
—the same time I confirmed nineteen 
persons. 

After leaving Hagerstown, Freached 
Fredericktown on the 19th, and there 
held a confirmation in All Saints— 
seventeen white persons, and thirteen 
coloured were confirmed. 

I proceeded next day to St. Mark’s, 
in Frederick county, and there con- 
firmed five persons. 

On the 21st, I visited Zion church, 
in Frederick county, when I confirme 
sixteen persons. 

The day following, being the Lord’s 
day, I held a confirmation in St. Peter’s, 
Montgomery county, and confirmed 
twenty-eight persons. 

Thus ended a tour of duty, in which 
I thank God I had great comfort, I 
preached in every church myself, and 
found the congregations attentive, and 
to all human appearance, devout. 

On the 12th day of September, I re- 
ceived from the standing committee, 
testimonials in favour ef the Rev. Mr. 
McElhiney and the Rev. Mr. Lemuel 
Wilmer, for priest’s orders. And also, 
in favour of Mr. John G. Blanchard, 
to be enrolled as a candidate—Mr. 
Blanchard was accordingly put on the 
list of candidates. 

The Rev. Mr. Wilmer was ordained 
in Trinity church, in the city of Balti- 


more, on the 16th of September, 1823, - 


and the Rev. Mr. McE\|hiney, in his 
own parish church, St. James’s parish, 
Baltimore county, on the 17th of the 
same month. 

On the 8th of October, I visited St. 
Thomas’s parish, in Baltimore county. 
The parish church has lately been pat 
in complete repair, and is now @ neat 
49 
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and commodions house of worship. 
The grave yard is nearly enclosed with 
a substantial stone wall, and the par- 
sonage house putin comfortable repair 
—seven persons were confirmed. 

On the 17th of October, I left home 
with a view to visit the parishes in St. 
Mary’s and Charles counties. I landed 
next day at Benedict, and immediately 
proceeded to the chapel of Trinity 
parish, when I performed divine ser- 
vice, and confirmed seventy-six per- 
sons. 

Next dey, I visited All Faith parish, 
in St. Mary’s county, where I confirm- 
ed twenty-two persons. ‘The day was 
rainy, which, no doubt, lessened the 
number of persons confirmed. 

In consequence of the absence of 
the Rev. Mr. Kearney, minister of St. 
Andrew’s, and William and Mary pa- 
rishes, in St. Mary’s county, no notice 
had been given in these parishes, and 
of course there was no service in either 
of the churches—but I passed on to 
King and Queen, in St. Mary’s, where, 
on,the 1st day of November, I conse- 
crated a chapel by the name of All 
Saints, and confirmed seventeen per- 
sons. 

The next day, being the Lord’s day, 
I performed divine service in the parish 
church of King and Queen parish, con- 
firmed twelve persons, and administer- 
ed the sacrament of the Lord’s supper, 
in as much asthe minister, the Rev. 
Mr. Mitchell, is only a deacon. 

On the 3d of November, I returned 
to the parish church of Trinity, in 
Charles county, when I confirmed 
ninety-four persons. I then proceeded 
to William and Mary, in the same 
county, when I confirmed nineteen 
persons. 

On the 5th, I visited Christ Church, 
in Port-Tobacco, and confirmed thirty 
persons. And onthe next day I closed 
my visitation, by performing divine 
service in Durham parish. The rector 
was sick, and the notice had been par- 
tial, of course the congregation was 
small, and there were only thirteen 
persons confirmed. 

On the 29th of November, I passed 
over to the eastern shore, and on the 
day following, being the Lord’s day, I 
preached in Cambridge, and confirmed 
five persons. 
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Tuesdcy, the 9th of December, I held 
a confirmation in the parish church of 
Queen Caroline, in Anne Arundel 
county, but the day being exceedingly 
cold, only one person was confirmed. 

On the 13th of the same month, I 
granted a license to Mr. H. N. Gray, 
a candidate for holy orders, to read in 
Grace church, in the city of Baltimore. 

At a meeting of the standing com- 
mittee, a testimonial was granted to 
the Rev. Mr. Tyng for priest’s orders. 
And Mr. J. E. Jackson and Mr. Timo- 
thy Harrison were recommended as 
candidates for holy orders—they were 
accordingly enrolled. 

On the 21st day of December, I held 
a confirmation in St. Paul’s, Baltimore, 
my own parish church, when twenty- 
eight persons were confirmed. 

On the 28th of January, 1824, in 
the same church, I admitted the Rev. 
Mr. Tyng to the holy order of priests. 

I received from the standing com- 
mittee, on the 21st of April, a testimo- 
nial in favour of the Rev. J. Frederick 
Schreeder, for priest’s orders; and on 
the following day ordained him in St. 
Paul’s church, Baltimore. At the same 
time, U received a testimonial in favour 
of Mr. ‘Thomas Billopp, to be admitted 
as a candidate for orders, and accord- 
ingly admitted him. 

On the 23d of April, I left Baltimore 
to perform a visitation to the parishes 
in Prince George’s county. On the 
day following, I preached in the parish 
church of Queen Ann parish, and con- 
firmed four persons. 

On the day following, being the 
Lord’s day, I preached in the chapel 
of the same parish, and confirmed eight 
white and one coloured person. 

On Monday, I visited Trinity church, 
in Upper Marlborough—preached,con- 
firmed seven persons, and administered 
the Lord’s supper, in as much as the 
parish was vacant. 

The two following days were very 
rainy, and of course I missed the 
church and chapel of St. Paul’s parish. 

On the 29th, I preached at Oak 
Hill, a chapel of St. John’s parish, and 
confirmed fourteen white persons and 
eight coloured. 

I then passed on next day to the 
parish church, when I performed di- 
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vine service, and confirmed twenty- 
two persons. 

May 28th. In consequence of a re- 
commendation from the vestry of Tri- 
nity church, in Upper Marlborough, I 
this day granted a license to Mr. Rich- 
ard W. West, to act asva lay-reader in 
that parish, during the vacancy. 

May 29th. I visited St. John’s 
church, Baltimore county, and preach- 
ed; but as there had been a confirma- 
tion not long before, there were no 
persons confirmed. On the following 
day, being the Lord’s, I performed di- 
vine service in Christ church, in Har- 
ford county, and confirmed thirteen 
persons. 

These are the episcopal services, 
which, with the blessing of Almighty 
God, I have been enabled this year to 
perform; in amount, they stand thus: 
I have consecrated three churches, I 
have visited twenty-four, I have con- 
firmed four hundred and ninety-nine 
persons, I have ordained six priests, 
enrolled four candidates for holy or- 
ders, and licensed two lay-readers. 

There are in this diocese, at present, 
six candidates for holy orders, two of 
whom have gone on to the general 
seminary to complete their studies. 

This institution, lam happy to find, 
has already raised the character of our 
Church, both in this and in other coun- 
tries. And one of my right rev. bre- 
thren, who had once some douhts as to 
the eligibility of the plan, is now satis- 
fied, that it is the most likely way, 
under divine grace, to establish a cha- 
racter for sacred literature—to maintain 
the doctrines of the Church in their 
original purity, and to protect her wor- 
ship from unnecessary and dangerous 
innovations. 

The Rev. Mr. Croes is now travel- 
ling through this state to raise fuads for 
this seminary. In every state south 
of Virginia, he has been received with 
great cordiality, and his success, under 
present circumstances, has been of the 
most auspicious kind. 

The Rev. Ravaud Kearney, from 
the diocese of New-York, has been 
duly elected rector of William and 
Mary, and St. Andrew’s parishes, in 
St. Mary’s county, and has taken 
charge of the same. 
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The Rev. T. Horreli, removed from 
the diocese, is succeeded in St. James’ 
parish, Anne Arundel, by the Rev. T. 
Jackson, from Pennsylvania. 

The following changes have taken 
place among the clergy, during the last 
year. ‘The Rev. Mr. Schroeder has 
resigned his charge of St. Michael’s, in 
Talbot county, and removed to the city 
of New-York. He has been succeeded 
by the Rev. Mr. Hotchkiss. The Rev. 
Dr. Clowes, from the diocese of New- 
York, has been appointed president of 
Washington college, in Kent county, 
and has also taken the charge of St. 
Paul’s parish, in the same county. The 
Rev. Mr. Aisquith resigned St. Paul’s 
parish, in Queen Ann’s county, and 
has been succeeded by the Rev. Mr. 
Glover, from the diocese of Connecti- 
cut. The Rev. Mr. McCormick has 
given up his charge of Christ church, 
in the city of Washington, which has 
been undertaken by the Rev. Ethan 
Allen, formerly of St. John’s parish, 
Prince George’s county. The Rev. 
Mr. Somers has resigned Trinity parish, 
Upper Marlborough—and the Rev. Mr. 
Strattan, formerly of Coventry parish, 
Somerset county, has undertaken the 
charge of All Hallows and Worcester 
parishes, in Worcester county. 

In addition to these changes among 
the parochial clergy, the Rev. Dr. 
Barry has, during the Jast year, re- 
turned to New-York. Although this 
gentleman held no cure, still he was 
always ready and willing to assist the 
clergy of the city; and to me he was 
a valuable counselior and an able ex- 
aminer. 

I must now beg leave to call the 

attention of this convention to some of 
the institutions of our Church, which 
seem to Janguish.—The first I shall 
mention, is the Corporation for the 
Relief of the Widows and Orphans of 
deceased Clergymen. ‘This is a most 
valuable institution; and for a con- 
siderable time, its funds advanced with 
great rapidity. But for a few years 
hack, owing to the unusual increase of 
the number of annuitants, and the 
great reduction of the proceeds of every 
kind of stocks, the income has been 
little more than adequate to answer 
the annual demands. 
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The only assistance that this fund 
has lately received, in addition to the 
annual contributions of the members, 
has been collections made in the 
churches where the convention has 
been held. But I should suppose that 
something might annually be obtained 
from the different parishes, either by 
collections in the churches, or from 
wealthy and charitable individuals, for 
an institution, the character of which 
must interest the feelings and affect the 
hearts of all pious and benevolent per- 
sons. 

Upon the fund to defray the expenses 
of the deputies to the general conven- 
tion, drafts were authorized beyond the 
amountin hand. These, the treasurer 
ought not to have been expected to 
pay, and the balance due him ought to 
be refunded out of the first money col- 
lected; care being taken in future, to 
authorize no dividend above the sum 
in the treasury. 

To the fund for the support of the 
Episcopate, nothing has been lately 
added but the interest; and as the 
principal is very small, this fund pro- 
ceeds slowly. 

No society has yet been organized 
in a practical form, for the dissemina- 
tion of religion in this diocese. When- 
ever such a society shall be brought 
into operation, embracing two great 
objects, the support of a missionary, or 
missionaries, for the vacant parishes, 
and the supply of pecuniary aid to 
young men preparing for the ministry, 
it may be carried into effect with con- 
siderable advantage, because the in- 
come of a fund, placed under my con- 
troul, may be transferred to it immedi- 
ately. 

Nothing has yet been done, under a 
canon passed last year, respecting va- 
cant parishes. In attempting to form 
a plan to organize decayed parishes, 
an impediment presented itself from 
the provisions of the present vestry 
act. This has been done away, bya 
supplement passed last session of the 
Legislature, to that act: and now, as 
soon as time will allow, an exertion 
will be made to revive the decayed 
parishes, and to induce them to make 
provision for the support of ministers. 
And in cases where no adequate sup- 
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port can be made, or until ministers 
can be obtained, the assistance of the 
neighbouring clergy will be solicited. 

That the divine Head of the Church 
may bless all our consultations and all 
our efiorts to promote the interests of 
his kingdom, we fervently pray, through 
his adorable name and merits. 


The committee on the treasurer’s 
account, presented the following report, 
which was read and accepted :— 

The committee appointed on the 
treasurer’s accounts, beg leave to re- 
port, that the vouchers which accom- 
pany the same, show their correctness. 
The funds of the convention are, Epis- 
copal fund, with interest to the 31st of 
May, 1824, $899 11. The account 
of the deputies’ fund exhibits a balance 
due the treasurer, of $117 41; all 
which is submitted, with the following 
resolution, for the consideration of the 
convention : 

Resolved, That the fund for the sup- 
port of the Episcopate be vested in 
United States’ stock, under the direc- 
tion of the president and secretary of 
the convention ; and that the dividends 
as they become due, be placed in the 
Savings bank, until they amount to a 
sum sufficient to purchase stock; and 
that a statement thereof be presented 
to the committee on accounts, at each 
session of the convention. 

The Parochial reports* furnish the 
following aggregate :—Baptisms (adults 
2, children 81, not specified 1173) 
1256—Marriages 252—Funerals 602 
—Sunday scholars 451—Communi- 
cants 2830. 

The following resolutions being moved 
and seconded, were unanimously adopt- 
ed by the convention :— 

This convention has observed with 





* Herve, as in the case of Virginia, the whole 
business relating to the Parochial reports, was 
evidently transacted under the erroneous im- 
pression of their being made to the convention. 
They were referred to a committee. The 
committee sat in judgment upon them; and 
“abridged a few in those parts of them, which, 
in their estimation, did not serve to throw 
light on the state of the Church, as required 
by the 45th Canon of the General Convention ;” 
and recommended “that they be inserted in 
the Journal,” in the abridged form thus given 
tothem. All this in a transaction which lies 
simply between each clergyman and the bi- 
shop. —Ed, Christian Journal. 
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regret, certain expressions in a late ad- 
dress on behalf of the Episcopal col- 
lege in Connecticut, signed by the 
Right Rev. Bishop Brownell, which, 
although it is believed they were in- 
troduced into that address solely to ex- 
press the Christian charity and good 
feeling which subsist with individuals 
professing the same’ religious creed, 
and without reference to their political 
import, may yet, by those who have 
unfriendly feeling to our Church, be 
made occasion of reproach; and this 
convention being fully persuaded, that 
in the doctrines or discipline peculiar 
to our Church, there cannot be fonnd 
any principle to influence its members 
in their estimate or attachment to a 
foreign government or policy, in any 
of its departments : 

Therefore, resolved, That in the 
opinion of this convention, the expres- 
sions contained in said address, so far 
as they are calculated to induce a be- 
lief, that the members of the Episcopal 
Church in the United States entertain 
political feelings peculiarly friendly to 
Great-Britain, are not justified by the 
character and opinions of the members 
of our Church. 

Resolved, That whilst we look to the 
history of the English Church for some 
of the brightest ornaments of the purest 
faith and practice ; and whilst we adore 
the dispensations of the Divine Being, 


who has strengthened the hands and 


the hearts of his people, by the exhibi- 
tions of such examples of piety and 
holiness, as are to be found in the an- 
nals of that Church; we at the same 
time feel the same degree of gratitude 
and thankfulness, for the iilustrious in- 
stances of a holy devotion to the pure 
doctrines of the gospel, which in other 
countries, have been sealed by the for- 
tunes and the blood of the faithful fol- 
lowers of our blessed Saviour: and we 
do solemnly protest against the opinion, 
(if such an opinion be any where en- 
tertained,) that our Church inculcates 
in doctrine or in discipline, the smallest 
influence upon our opinions of civil 
government, or of the connexion of 
civil and religious government. 
Resolved, As the opinion of this 
conventiun, that nothing would be less 
likely to promote the real interests of 
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this state, or in these United States, 
than a Church establishment, whereby 
an unnatural alliance with the civil 
authority would be effected. 

The following gentlemen were ap- 
pointed the standing committee :—The 
Rev. Henry L. Davis, D. D. the Rev. 
John V. Bartow, the Rev. Jolin P.K. 
Henshaw, the Rev. William E. Wyatt, 
D.D. the Rev. Thomas Bayne, the 
Rev. George Weller, and the Rev. 
William Jackson. _ 

There were reported as received 
from the different parishes, 

For the Bishop’s Fund $ S70 00 
For the Convention Fund 198 00 

Jonas Clapman, esq. was re-elected 
treasurer of the convention for the en- 
suing year. 

On motion, resolved, That the suc- 
ceeding annual convention of the 
Church in this diocese be held in Bal- 
timore. 

On motion, resolved, That in all 
elections of committees by joint ballot, 
no member of said committee shall be 
elected, unless he shall receive a ma- 
jority of the votes of all the attending 
members. 

After uniting in singing a hymn, and 
in a concluding prayer, the convention 
adjourned sine die. 





Cardinal Wolsey. 

Tue following account of the extent 
and splendour of this haughty prelate’s 
establishment, is given in a work, just 
published in London, entitled, ** Wolsey, 
the Cardinal, and his Times; Courtly, 
Political, and Ecclesiastical. By George 
Howard, Esq.” 

“ Elevated to power, both at home and 
abroad, and to wealth, both by fair means 
and foul, Wolsey began more pointedly to 
display his taste for magnificence, and to 
court popularity by hospitality in open 
house-keeping. For this purpose, three 
boards were daily spread in his hall, 
wherever he might be resident: at the 
head of the first, sate a priest in the of. 
fice of steward; at the head of the se- 
cond, a knight as treasurer; and, at: thie 
third, an esquire, who was always comp- 
troller of the household. Besides these, 
there were other established officers; 
consisting of a confessor, a physician, two 
almoners, three marshals, three’ ushers, 
and several grooms. To supply these 
tables, the kitchen establishment was ne- 
cessarily extensive; consisting of a mas- 
ter cook, whose daily dress was either 
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velvet or satin, with a gold chain, to mark 
his superiority; two other cooks; and 
six assistants, or labourers, as they were 
called : in addition to whom, there were, 
in what was called the hall-kitchen, two 
clerks, holding the offices of comptroller, 
and surveyor over the dressers. In other 
departments were equally responsible per- 
sons; the hall-kitchen having two cooks, 
and labourers, and children, to the num- 
ber of a dozen; the spicery superintended 
by a clerk; in the pastry, two yeomen 
and two paste layers; in the scullery, four 
scullions, besides one yeoman and two 
grooms; one yeoman and a groom in the 
larder; two yeomen and two grooms in 
the buttery ; the same in the ewry; three 
yeomen and three pages in the cellar; 
and two yeomen in the chandlery. 

“Here then is a list nearly equal to 
that of a modern court calendar; but we 
have still to add two yeomen in the wa- 
fery; a master of the wardrobe, with 
twenty assistants, or male chamber-maids, 
in the bed-room department; a yeoman 
and groom, thirteen pages, two yeomen 
purveyors, and a groom purveyor in the 
laundry ; then in the bake-house, two yeo- 
men and grooms ; one yeoman and groom 
in the wood-yard, coals not being then in 
generai use; one yeoman in the barn ; and 
two yeomen and two grooms as porters at 
the gate. In his stables equal pomp was 
displayed; there being a master of the 
horse, (and a yeoman of his barge,) be- 
sides a clerk and a yeoman; a farrier; a 
yeoman of the stirrup; also a maltlour, 
whose office we do not very well under- 
stand, and sixteen grooms, every one of 
them keeping four geldings. 

“* The cardinal’s chapel must have been 


on an establishment nearly equal to that - 


of the sovereign; for at its head was a 
dean, always a divine of the first emi- 
nence, and selected for extensive learn- 
ing ; next to him a sub-dean; also a re- 
peater of the choir, a reader of the gos- 
pels, a singing priest for the epistles, and 
a master of the children. ‘hese were for 
chapel service on common days; but on 
great fasts or festivals, there were other 
persons, on a constant retainer, who came 
to assist. In the vestry also were a yeo- 
man and two grooms. Besides this pomp 
of ecclesiastical service, the chapel was 
furnished, and all the offices performed, 
with the utmost splendour of Roman Ca- 
tholic decoration. The copes, and other 
vestments, of white satin, or scarlet, or 
crimson, with the most costly ornaments 
of jewels and precious stones. 

** Such may be called the public esta- 
blishment of Wolsey’s household; but, 
splendid as it was, it was far exceeded 
by his personal domestic arrangements. 
In short, to sum up in a few words, there 
were actually upon his ‘ cheine roll,’ 800 
persons, independent of suiters, who were

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all entertained in the hall. ‘ All these 
were daily attending downelying and up- 
rising. And at need hee had eight conti- 
nuall boords for the chamberlaynes and 
gentlemen officers, having a mease of 
young lords, and another of gentlemen; 
besides this, there was never a gentleman 
or officer, or other worthy person, but 
hee kept some two, some three persons, 
to wait upon them; and all other, at the 
least, had one, which did amount to a 
great number of persons.’ In fact, the 
number exceeded eight hundred of all 
ranks, including nine or ten peers, or sons 
of peers, fifteen knights, and forty es- 
quires; but then it must be stated that 
these latter were not considered as do- 
mestic, but as friends, who resided in his 
family either for education and know- 
ledge of the world, or for state purposes, 
merely adding to the show on days of 
ceremony.”

St. Thomas’s Church. 


In our present volume, page 254, we 
noticed the laying of the corner stone of 
St. Thomas’s church in this city. The 
following is a further notice of the same, 
with the addresses delivered on the oc- 
casion, extracted from an account of 
that ceremony, published by request of 
the wardens and vestry. 


* At six o’clock on the evening of the 
day appointed,a procession was formed 
from the room occupied for divine ser- 
vice, in the following order : 


The Sexton, 
bearing a leaden box,* intended to be 
deposited in the corner stone, 
Builders,—The building committee, 
Members of the congregation, 
Wardens and vestries of other churches, 
Wardens and vestry of St. Thomas’ 
church, 

Students of theGeneral Theo.Seminary, 
Professors of the same, 
Clergy,—Bishops, 
Officiating Bishop, accompanied by 
the Rector. 





* In this box were placed—“ A Bid/e, in to- 
ken that this Church is built on the truch re- 
vealed by God;—A Prayer Book, as a testi- 
mony that this Church is built on a pure faith 
and a spiritual worship ;—WPastoral Letters of 
the House of Bishops, and Charges of the Bi- 
shop of this diocese, in acknowledgment of the 
apostolic ministry on which this Charch is built; 
—Also a brief statement of the affairs of this 
Church, in humble gratitude to the Providence 
who hitherto hath helped us.” 
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“ On arriving at the ground, the pro- 
cession opened, and the Bishops having 
passed through, took the seats prepared 
for them, on an elevated platform ; the 
clergy aud others occupying the space 
excavated for the foundation of the 
church, and a very respectable con- 
course of attentive spectators being 
ranged on the surrounding banks. The 
officiating Bishop then commenced the 
service with the following address. 


Brethren, 
We are assembled to lay the first stone of 
a building, intended, if God should pros- 
per the undertaking, to be hereafter con- 
secrated agreeably to the form provided 
by our church; and to be thus set apart 
exclusively to tlie duties of devotion, and 
to religious instruction and incitement. 
Although the church has not provided a 
ceremonial for the initiatory act to be per- 
formed on this occasion; yet we may hum- 
bly hope, that it will be acceptable to the 
great Being, who dwelleth not in temples 
made with hands, but has vouchsafed his 
blessing on undertakings of this descrip- 
tion, by making them a mean of the ad- 
vancement of the glory of his great name. 

To him who addresses you, it is highly 
gratifying to anticipate the erection of an- 
other building, for the worship of Almigh- 
ty God, agreeably to the institutions of our 
church: not, however, without its being 
a subject of regret, that he does not meet 
the right reverend brother, in whose pro- 
vince it would have fallen, had he been 
present, to preside on the occasion. But 
we look forward with hope in the good 
providence of God, for a return to the ac- 
tive duties of the diocese ; and, in parti- 
cular, to the consecrating of the building 
now to be begun. : 

It would be an error to suppose, that we 
annex the idea of sanctity to the materials 
of which houses for divine worship are 
composed. Further, we entertain no doubt, 
that praver and praise sent up by devout 
hearts, from houses open to the ordinary 
business of the world, and not resorted to 
for the sustaining of error or from the love 
of change, are as acceptable to the Al- 
mighty Father, as when they ascend from 
the hallowed enclosure ofa sanctuary. But 
we contemplate a property of human na- 
ture, creating an ideal association between 
place, and the purpose to which it is set 
apart: so that devout sensibilities are fa- 
voured by the presence of material ob- 
jects, which have customarily surrounded 
us when assembled for the hearing of God’s 
holy word, for the celebrating of his biess- 
ed sacraments, for the offering of the sa- 
crifices of prayer and thanksgiving, and 
for the performance of all other sacred 
offices. 
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It is in accommodation to this law of as- 
sociation, that we set apai : houses for re- 
ligious exercises, and for waat immediate- 
ly relates to them. If any should imagine, 
that more than this is comprehended un- 
der the name of Consecration; they mis- 
take the meaning of the word, as establish- 
ed by use,—the law of language :* and that 
nothing more is understood by the term in 
the appropriate service of the church, may 
be learned by a perusal of it. Hitherto, 
no part of it, so far as is here known, has 
been pronounced by any to be supersti- 
tious or unevangelical. 

It may be hoped, from the respectable 
company assembled on the occasion, that 
all present feel an interest in the work to 
be begun; and accordingly, that itawill be 
favoured by their aids; as well by their 
prayers, as by pecuniary contributions, in 
proportion to their several ability ; and by 
their recommendations, within their seve- 
ral spheres of influence. It must be ob- 
vious to all, how grezt is the dispropor- 
tion between the imcreased population of 
our country, and the increase of places of 
worship for their accommodation. If civil 
order and decency of behaviour were the 
only matters in question, they ought to be 
powerful excitements. But we may hope, 
that there will be a higher motive in the 
consideration, that the persons to be bene- 
fited are designed for a never-ending state 
of being; in which, their happiness or 
misery will be dependent on “ the things 
done in the body.” 

That the intended building may contri- 
bute eminently to their temporal and their 
eternal interes‘s, let us invoke the bless- 
ing of Almighty God, to that effect. 


* Our Father who art in heaven, Hallow- 
ed be thy name; Thy kingdom come; Thy 
will be done on earth, as it is in heaven; 
Give us this day our daiiy bread; And for- 
give us our trespasses, as we forgive those 
who trespass against us; And lead us not 
into temptation; But deliver us from evil : 
For thine is the kingdom, and the power, 
and the glory, for ever and ever. Amen.” 


“ Direct us,-O Lord, in all our doings, 
with thy most gracious fayour, and further 
us with thy continual help; that in all our 
works begun, continued, and ended in thee, 
we may glorify thy holy name; and finally, 
by thy mercy, obtain everlasting life, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.” — 

“ Almighty and everlasting God, by 
whose Spirit the whole body of the Church 
is governed and sanctified; receive our 
supplications and prayers, which we offer 
before thee for ail estates of men in thy 
holy Church, that every member of the 
same, in his vocation and ministry, may

Great and glorious Ged ; whom heaven 
and the heaven of heavens cannot contain, 
much less temples made with hands; we 
implore thy blessing on the work to be now 
begun, for the erecting of a house of wor- 
ship, to be consecrated to the glory of thy 
great name. May the hands and the hearts 


of thy people be open, for the carrying of 


the design into effect. May all employed 
in the work, be under the protection of thy 
good Providence, and guarded against the 
casualties incident to their respective oc- 
cupations. May pure and undefiled reli- 
gion be professed, and its duties be prac- 
tised, by all who shall minister, and by all 
who shall worship in this place. May it be 
instrumental to the conversion of sinners, 
to the edification of the godly, to the sus- 
taining of the integrity of Christian doc- 
trine, to the promoting of peace and good 
will among men, and to the extension of 
all the charities of social life. 

To our prayers, we desire to join our 
praises and thanksgivings unto thee, for 
having called us to the knowledge of thy 
grace and faith in thy Son’s redemption ; 
and for the privilege which we possess of 
opportunities, for the offering to thee of a 
holy and reasonable worship; beseeching 
thee to give us grace, so to improve this 
great mercy, as that having served thee 
faithfully in the present life, we may at last 
be admitted to join in the strains sung day 
and night before thee, of * Blessing, and 
honour, and glory, and power, to him that 
sitteth upon the throne, and to the Lamb, 
for ever and ever.” These things we ask, 
through the merits of the same, thy Son, 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

* The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and the love of God, and the fellowship of 
the Holy Ghost, be with us all. Amen.” 


“ The officiating Bishop then de- 
scended from the platform, and pro- 
ceeded to the corner stone,* accompa- 
nied by the other Bishops ; and the box 
being placed in a cavity made tu re- 
ceive it, he pronounced the words— 

“Other foundation can no man lay than 
that is laid, which is Jesus Christ.” 
Striking the stone three times— 


“In the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost.”

sishop, delivered the following address. 


To celebrate with solemn rites and for- 
mai observances those actions trom which 
important consequences are likely to en- 
sue, is both natural and just. The active 
mind delights to trace out the connecting 
links which bind together cause and ef- 
fect; to mark the dependence of consecu- 
tive events; and to see where this began, 
aud how that terminated. 

But while it is the boast of enlightened 
intellect thus to extend its associations, 
by going back to the past to behold things 
in their origin, and forward to the future 
to discern them in their results, it is the 
ennobling province of religion, to raise 
the mind to more elevated views, teach- 
ing it, in the present, the past, and the 
fuiure, to behold the good hand of God 
directing and controlling all. 

A steady habit of regarding the minute 
connexion and wonderful dependence of 
events, does not permit us to think of any 
thing as fortuitous, isolated, or unimport- 
ant; but presents every circumstance and 
every event as equally necessary in the 
view of an all-discerning Providence. Still 
it cannot but be acknowledged, that to us, 
who ‘know only in part, there are occasions 
and circumstances which appear more pro- 
minent than others; and which, like rising 
grounds on a journey, present new points 
for observation, and offer opportunity for 
new survey. 

The present is such an occasion in the 
history of our undertaking, and it invites 
us in the spirit of religious gratitude to 
raise our thanksgiving to him who hither- 
to hath helped us; and in the spirit of re- 
ligious trust to commend to his continued 
protection the object in which we are en- 
gaged. 

This we have now done; designating at 
the same time with impressive ceremo- 
nies, and surrounding with incidents for 
future recollection, the stage of our pro- 
gress at which we have arrived. 

Among those circumstances which will 
long and agreeably occupy our reflections 
in looking back to the event of this day, 
it will not be the least gratifying, that so 
many of our Fathers in the Gospel have, 
by their presence and assistance, given 
interest to the scene. 

One indeed there is, who, though absent 
from our view, cannot on such an occa- 
sion be absent from our thoughts; but 
his heart will rejoice with us in this com- 
mencement of our labours, and his hands 
we hope will crown their termination. To 
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him, as to us, it will be a subject of high 
gratulation, that we have been encouraged 
by such favourable auspices, and especi- 
ally that we have been animated by the 
benediction of the venerable father of 
the Episcopate in this country—of him 
‘whose praise is in all the churches,” 
and to whom God has given so long, so 
useful, and so honourable a life. 

The part which now, in the absence of 
our own beloved bishop, he has consented 
to take in our concerns, will cause us to 
feel new obligations to offer our affection. 
ate prayers for his happiness while he 
continues on earth; and when the sun of 
his declining day shall set in peace, to 
rise in glory; the mild lustre of his vir- 
tuous course, being associated with the 
cherished recollection of this evening 
scene, shall cause a fonder interest in his 
character to affect our hearts, and a deeper 
reveretice for his memory to linger there. 

But while in the present we are fur- 
nished with incidents on which we shall 
hereafter look back with grateful feeling, 
it is no improper season to quicken our 
zeal, by carrying forward our thoughts to 
the future. 

On the corner-stone which has now been 
laid, there will soon arise a temple dedi- 
cated to the Lord. Within these walls 
shall the good news of salvation for a 
guilty world be proclaimed; pardon and 
peace be assured to the penitent; life and 
immortality offered to the obedient and 
the faithful. Here, duly as the sacred day 
returns, shall we “ assemble and meet to- 
gether, to render thanks to God for the 
great benefits that we have received at 
his hands, to set forth his most worthy 
praise, to hear his most holy word, and 
to ask those things which are requisite 
and necessary as well for the body as the 
soul.” Long may he spare the members 
of this infant congregation, to enter into 
his gates with thanksgiving, and into his 
courts with praise. Long may they be 
spared, to serve and to glorify the God of 
their fathers, and to train up in his fear 
their households and their children; and 
worshipping the Lord in the beauty of ho- 
liness, in the temple which they shall 
have builded to his name, enjoy, in the 
communion of his presence, a rich reward 
for their liberality and their zeal. 

But not to themselves shall the benefit 
of these labours be confined. When they 
have “ gone the way of all the earth”— 
when * the places which now know them, 
shall know them no more”—other genera- 
tions shall rise up, and, beholding this 
memorial of their pious care, shall “call 
them blessed.” In other and far distant 
years, when we shall have gone back to 
earth, to ashes, and to dust—when all this 
living congregation shall form an assem- 
bly of the departed, a congregation of the 
dead—when other men shall occupy our 
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habitations and walk our streets—then 
shall this house remain, a blessing to their 
times, and God shall still be worshipped 
here. Hither shall successive generations 
come, “ to give thanks unto the Lord, to 
call upon his name, to make known his 
deeds among the people.” 

The thought that we are aiding to effect 
such extensive und lasting goed, should 
give impulse to our efforts, and furnish a 
mative for steady perseverance. Let us 
often reflect, that, in erecting this build- 
ing, we are engaged in a work, the bene- 
fits of which are to outlive ourselves— 
that, while the ordinary actions in which 
we employ our lives shall soon be forgot- 
ten—while the worldly occupations which 
to-day seem important, shall to-morrow 
appear to have been unworthy of our re- 
gard—while the anxious cares, or fruit- 
less expectations, which every day fill our 
waking thoughts, and which furnish the 
materials for our nightly dreams, shall, 
like those dreams, soon pass away—this 
object of our exertions shall have a per- 
manent and a beneficial duration—this 
fabric shall continue to be ar ornament 
and a blessing, when its founuers wsem- 
selves shall be forgotten. 

Who can tell what numbers there may 
be, who, here permitted to enjoy “ the 
means of grace,” shall have cause to tri- 
umph in * the hope of glory !’—Who can 
tell how many, numbered here with the 
saints on earth, shall be hereafter “ num- 
bered with the saints in glory everlast- 
ing !’—Who can tell how many yet un- 
born, may here be “ born again, and made 
inheritors of the kingdom of heaven!” 
To their salvation our present efforts may 
be instrumental. Let us think of this as 
Christians; and we shall be encouraged 
to exert ourselves as men. It is indeed 
ennobling to reflect, that we-are engaged 
in so good a work. It is doubly gratify- 
ing, that we are permitted to be the de- 
signers and the beginners of it: and we 
should consider it a high and honourable 
devotion of our time, of our talents, of 
our wealth, thus to consecrate them to 
the service of God, and to the spiritual 
and everlasting welfare of present and fu- 
ture generations. 

But while we are thus engaged in build- 
ing up “ the ark of Christ’s Church,” there 
is a solemn thought suggested, which I . 
dare not repress. Of the multitudes who 
must have assisted in preparing the ma- 
terial ark, how few were saved in it! Let 
us bethink ourselves; it is not enough to 
assist in rearing the altars, and in build- 
ing up the temples of the living Gad: we 
must ourselves * be built up a spiritual 
house—an habitation of God through the 
Spirit :” we must ourselves be “* the tem- 
ples of the Holy Ghost,” and Christ must 
*¢ dwell in our hearts by faith.” ‘ Other 
foundation can no man lay, than that is / 
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laid; which is Jesus Christ.” Let us be 
careful to lay upon this foundation of a 
Gospel faith, the only safe superstructure 
—a life according to the Gospel. And 
since “ the fire shall try every man’s work 
of what sort it is,” let us be ever ready 
fr the scrutiny; for we “ know neither 
the day nor the hour” when we may Le 
called to our account. 

Into this temple which we are now 
building, some of us perhaps, and God 
only knows who or how many, may never 
live to enter. The graves are at our feet : 
—soon and suddenly we may be gathered 
there; and over those still abodes the 
voice of prayer and of praise, which con- 
secrates this temple to the Lord, may pass 
unheeded by. 

It is a consideration not to make us 
slacken in the work before us, but to 
make us active in “ whatever our hand 
findeth to do;” and especially since that 
is the “ one thing needful”—to be dili- 
gent in “ working out our salvation,” and 
in “ making our calling and election 
sure ;” that so, when “ our earthly house 
of this tabernacle is dissolved, we may 
have a building of God, an house not 
made with hands, eternal in the heavens.” 

Whether, then, we have many or few 
days to live, let us be * always abounding 
in the work of the Lord.” “ While we 
have time, let us do good to all men, and 
especially to those who are of the house- 
hold of faith.” 

Such is emphatically our object in this 
work in which we are now engaged : and 
if at all times “ to do good, and to com- 
municate,” be that sacrifice with which 
** God is well pleased,” in this most cer- 
tainly we may be assured of his favour. 

This is the work of the Lord, and to his 
Providence we may confidently look for 
protection, for guidance, for ability to go 
forward, for present blessing and for fu- 
ture reward. Having such a trust in God, 
let us never give way to despondency or 
fear. In every difficulty, let our reliance 
upon am be perfect and implicit; and in 
the whole progress of this undertaking, 
in whatever capacity we are engaged, 
whether as having the direction of the 
work, or as contributing the means, or 
executing the plan—whatever we do, let 
us do it “heartily, as to the Lord;” let 
us strive to secure his favour, as doing it 
in his name, and for his sake, and with a 
view to promote his cause in the world. 

And having assisted to build up a tem- 
ple to his glory here on earth, may we, 
through his mercy, be received into that 
heavenly city, whose gates are of pearl, 
and whose streets are of gold; where the 
nations of them that are saved shall walk 
in his light; but where we shall see no 
temple therein; “ for the Lord God Al- 
mighty and the Lamb are the temple 
thereof.” 
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** Which he grant us all, who died for 
us all, Jesus Christ our Lord !” 


“ The address being concluded, the 
officiating Bishop dismissed the people, 
pronouncing the blessing.”

Death, in London, of the King and Queen 
of the Sandwich Islands. 


Mosr of our readers must have been 
acquainted, through other sources, with 
the visit to London of the king and queen 
of the Sandwich Islands, and of their 
sudden death there. The following ac- 
count of this event, copied from the Mis- 
sionary Register for July, will be read 
with no inconsiderable interest:— 


‘© We stated, in a former number, the 
arrival in London of the king and queen 
of the Sandwich Islands; and have now 
the melancholy task of recording their 
death. Change of diet, and some want of 
caution in the use of food to which they 
had not been accustomed, appear to have 
but ill prepared them to encounter the 
measles, with which disorder they were 
seized soon after their arrival. Pulmonary 
affections followed, and both were soon 
carried off. The queen died on the 8th 
of July, and the king on the 14th. The 
first medical aid was afforded them. 

“ ‘the physicians who attended the 
queen, (Sir H. Halford, Dr. Holland, and 
Dr. Ley,) issued the following statement 
relative to her decease :— 


“ * Thursday Evening, July 8, 1824. 

“ «The queen of the Sandwich Islands 
departed this life about half-past six this 
evening, without much apparent suffer- 
ing, and in possession of her senses to 
the last moment, 

“ * The king, in the midst of his deep 
sorrow, manifests a firmness of mind 
which hzs penetrated every body about 
him with a feeling of respect. Though 
very anxious to express his grief in the 
manner of his country, and to show the 
marks of deference which are usually 
paid to the dead there, he submits, with 
good sense and patience, to every sugges- 
tion which our habits dictate. 

‘© * We have every reason to beiieve 
that his majesty’s anxiety and depression 
have aggravated all the symptoms of his 
disease, which, but for this cause, might 
ere now have terminated prosperously ; 
but we hope in a day or two that he will 
be better.’ 

“ These hopes proved fallacious. The 
death of the queen appears to have greatly 
aggravated his disease. Sir Henry Halford 
having been obliged to leave London, Sir 
MatthewTierney was called in on the 13th, 
but in vain, as the king died the next morn- 
ing. Sir Matthew, with Dr. Holland and 
Dr. Ley, issued the following notice :— 
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“« © Wednesday, July 14, 1824. 

** * The king of the Sandwich Islands 
departed this life at four c’clock this 
morning. The alarming symptoms of his 
disorder rapidly increased within the last 
few days; and he at length sunk under 
it, without much apparent suffering.’ 

“ The king having determined that the 
remains of the queen should be conveyed 
to her native country, the body was em- 
balmed; and, after lying in state, sur- 
rounded with the insignia of dignity cus- 
tomary at the Sandwich Islands, was de- 
posited, early on Monday morning, in the 
vault of St. Martin’s church, to await the 
time of embarkation. The remains of the 
king lay in state in the same manner as 
those of the queen: the display of war- 
cloaks and head-dresses of various-colour- 
ed feathers, had a singular but imposing 
effect : the body was afterwards deposited 
by the side of that of the queen. Govern- 
ment have given orders, that every re- 
spect shall be paid to the remains in their 
conveyance to Owhyhee: the Blonde fri- 
gate, Captain Lord Byron, is ordered to 
receive them, together with the officers 
and suite of the late king and queen, and 
convey them to that island. 

** On the death of the queen, the king 
sent off despatches by two vessels from 
Falmouth, which were trading direct to 
the Sandwich Islands, with intelligence 
of the melancholy event; and on his own 
death, his secretary addressed the follow- 
ing letter to the prime minister, Krima- 
koo:— © London, July 15, 1824. 

© © Dear Friend, 

“ ©Tt is very sorrowful news for you; 
but, being the will of Heaven, we must 
submit. I mentioned in my letter, dated 
July 9th, the death of our good queen. 
The king, having lost his consort, was 
much agitated by the fatal shock; and, 
unable to support the weight which his 
manly bosom experienced, he died, my 
dear friend, and left us to lament the vir- 
tues which we so often admired in him. 
You well know my feelings; and the rea- 
son that } have to deplore the loss of such 
true friendship. All that the pbysicians 
could do, all that we could say by way of 
consolation, availed nothing: he told me 
more than once, that all the support which 
the English nation could give him was in 
vain. The fatal bargain, my dear friend, 
was made; and he sunk to rise no more. 
Their bodies will be removed to the Sand- 
wich Islands, to give you and the whole 
of our nation satisfaction that every thing 
was done, by the English government and 
private gentlemen, to promote our com- 
fort, and assist our unfortunate monarch. 
Even the king of England sent his own 
physician, and the noble duke of York his 
surgeon; and every thing that England 
produced was at our command. You will 
thuch regret, with myself, that circum. 
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stances prevented his having an interview 
with the king of England, who kindly ex- 
pressed his hope (through his physicians) 
that our king would console himself, and 
not sink under his affliction; and that his 
most gracious Majesty would give our 
king an interview as soon as his health 
was restored. I hope you are well; and 
that we shall be abie to continue to labour 
for your welfare, is the wish of, 
“© Yours truly, Joun B Rives.’ 

“« The king and queen, with their suite, 
took up their residence, on their arrival, 
at a hotel in the Adelphi. The Hon. Mr. 
Rhyng was directed by government to show 
them every respectful attention. Many per- 
sons of distinction had been introduced to 
them; and arrangements were making for 
a visit to his majesty at Carlton palace, 
when the illness which has thus proved 
fatal intervened. They had an interview 
with the emperor of the Brazils, at Rio 
Janeiro, on their way to this country. 

“Thus have these two royal personages 
fatlen in the flower of their age; the k 
having reached twenty-eight years, po | 
the queen being in her twenty-second.” 

“ The late king and queen had mani- 
fested such favourable dispositions with 
respect to Christianity, as to render the 
officers and directors of the society in this 
country which is connected with the mis- 
sion to their dominions, naturally anxious 
to cherish these dispositions; and they 
sought to do this with better hopes, as 
letters reached them by the ship which 
brought the king and queen, stating that 
one object of their visit was to see the 
society which had sent Mr. Ellis to the 
islands. On their arrival, therefore, ap- 
plication was made to know when a de- 
putation could see them; but it was con- 

sidered right, by those who directed the 
etiquette of their proceedings, that they 
should appear at court before any depu- 
tation should wait upon them. In the 
mean while they were taken ill, and could 
not be seen by the secretary, though he 
repeatedly called. This is the more to 
be regretted, as they had expressed, espe- 
cially the queen, an earnest wish to see 
some of these friends.”

Canon VII. Offences for which a Cler- 
gyman may be brought to trial. 


WueExkeAs it is essential to the purity 
and prosperity of all religious commu- 
nities, that the temper and deportment 
of their ministers be preserved holy and 
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unblameable ; it is hereby declared to 
be the duty of the bishop, and of the 
standing committee, to take cognizance 
of any offence against decorum and re- 
ligion, of which a priest or deacon shall 
be charged, upon credible testimony.— 
Disorderly, scandalous and immoral 
conduct—neglect of duty—disregard of 
the constitution or canons of the 
church—disseminating, or countenanc- 
ing of opinions which are contrary to 
her doctrines—gaming, or any other 
vicious or unseemly diversions—are of- 
fences for which (as well as for a viola- 
tion of the 26th canon of the General 
Convention) a minister may be brought 
to trial; and the mode of proceeding 
shall be as follows :— 

Whenever the bishop shall have rea- 
son to suspect a clergyman of any of 
the above mentioned errors in life or 
doctrine, he shall inform the standing 
committee of the same; or whenever 
any meinber of the standing connmittee 
shall have reason for such suspicion, he 
shall give due notice of it to the rest; 
whereupon the committee shall proceed 
to inquire into the circumstances of the 
case, and if they shall think that there 
is a sufficient cause for a trial, they shall 
communieate the same te the bishop, 
stating specifically the charges made. 
Whereupon, by order of the bishop, a 
council of presbyters, consisting of not 
less than three, shall be convened, who, 
under the direction of the bishop, shall 
proceed in due time to try the party ac- 
cused. A copy of the accusation or ac- 
cusations, and notice of the time and 
place of trial, shall be communicated to 
the accused party, by the bishop of the 
diocese, at least one month previous to 
the time of trial. And furthermore, it 
shall be the duty of the standing com- 
mittee at such trial, to lay before the 
bishop and his presbyters such evidence 
as they may be able to obtain, relative 
to the case under investigation. Wit- 
nesses may be called and examined, 
and depositions taken, after reasonable 
notice given of the time and place of 
taking the same; and all evidence re- 
ceived on such tial, shall be given up- 
on oath or affirmation, before a justice 
of the peace. The party accused may 
call on any person to assist him in his 
defence, and have the benefit of wit-

nesses and depositions, as above pre- 
scribed, on his giving to the standing 
committee reasonable notice of the time 
and place of taking such depositions. If 
two thirds of the council of presbyters 
shall consider the charges as substan- 
tiated, they shall report to the bishop 
the facts of the case, and what sentence 
in their judgment ought to be pro- 
nounced; whereupon the bishop shall 
proceed to acyuit, or else reprove, sus- 
pend, or degrade him, as in his judg- 
ment the case may demand. 
Furthermore it is provided, that if 
there be no bishop, the standing com- 
mittee shall take the place of the bi- 
shop, ordering all the circumstances of 
trial, and pronouncing such sentence as 
the case may demand ; only, that their 
exercise of discipline shall not proceed 
farther than the act of suspension.

Report of the Faculiy of the General 
Theological Seminary, to the Trus- 
tees of the same. 


New-York, July 26th, 1824. 


Ix presenting the present annual re- 
port to the trustees of the General 
‘Theological Seminary, the faculty have 
but little to communicate. The addi- 
tions which have been made to the 
number of the students, and the changes 
which have taken place, are its most 
important particulars. 

At the beginning of the first session, 
the following members were added to 
the seminary. 

George A. Shelton, A. B. Yale Col- 
lege, of Connecticut; John A. Stone, 
A.B. Union College, of New-York ; 
Alexander H. Crosby, A. B. do. do.; 
Edmund D. Griffin, A. B. Columbia 
College, do.; Smyth Pyne, A. B. do. 
do.; William L, Keese, A. B. do. do.; 
John A. Hicks, A. B. do. do.; Orson 
V. Howell, A. B. Union College, New- 
York; Edward Davis, A. B. do. do.; 
Albert Hoyt, of New York; Abdiel 
Pheebus, do.; Marsden Pintard, of New- 
Jersey. 

All these belonged to the third class, 
except Mr. Howell, who, upon exami- 
nation, was found qualified to enter 
the second, 
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On the first day of December, David 
C. Page, of Pennsylvania, was admit- 
ted into the third class; and on the 
24th of April, 1824, Benjamin Hutch- 
ins, of Pennsylvania, entered the same 
class, after sustaining the required ex- 
amination. Mr. Pi:tard, originally a 
member of this class, has left the semi- 
nary, and Mr. Hoyt is absent on ac- 
count of sickness. 

It is with great regret that the faculty 
are obliged to mention the death of one 
of their most estimable students, Mr. 
Danforth Billings. He was a member 
of the second class, much valued by his 
teachers and fellow-students, for ami- 
ableness of character, sincere piety, and 
very respectable talents and acquire- 
ments. He died on the 29th of January. 

Messrs. Keith and Gadsden, who 
were members of the same class, have 
left the seminary. Messrs. Hotchkiss, 
Neufville, and Elliott, of the same class, 
at the end of the last session, did not 
return tothe seminary. The first named 
received orders during the last vacation. 
Mr. Low, of the first class, is now in 
Europe, where he has gone for the 
restoration of his health. Messrs. Smith 
and Thomas, who were members of 
that class at the close of the last ses- 
sion, then left the seminary. 

The present students are the follow- 
ing :— 

First Class. Messrs. Low, White- 
house, and Yvonnet. 

Second Class. Messrs. Holmes, 
Howell, and Wittingham. 

Third Class. Messrs. Crosby, Da- 
vis, Griffin, Hicks, Hoyt, Hutchins, 
KNeese, Page, Phoebus, Pyne, Shelton, 
and Stone. 

For an account of the course of 
study pursued, the faculty beg leave to 
refer the trustees to the report of last 
year, since which no very material al- 
terations have been made. ‘The pro- 
fessor of Oriental and Greek literature, 
has varied the portions of Hebrew, 
which his classes have studied; and 
the professor of Biblical Learning and 
Interpretation of Scripture, wishes to 
repeat the observation made in the re- 
port of May 14th, 1823, that the ex- 
tent and variety of subjects connected 
with his own professorship, make it im- 
practicable for him to devote that atten- 
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tion to Ecclesiastical History, which its 
importance and utility demand. 

In the absence of Bishop Hobart, 
the professors have attended, in rota- 
tion, the exercises of the students, in 
reading the service, and in the delivery 
of their sermons, at St. John’s chapel. 

It is proper to mention, that the 
students have established a society of 
inquiry respecting the advancement of 
Christianity. The book which con- 
tains its constitution, will be laid before 
the trustees for their inspection. The 
faculty cannot but consider this institu- 
tion as adapted to produce an effect of 
the most salutary kind, in increasing 
the knowledge of the students respect- 
ing the history and situation of our 
Church in various sections of our own 
country and elsewhere, and in exciting 
a missionary spirit and character, which 
may tend as well to the advancement 
of their own personal piety, as to that 
of the interests and respectability of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

As the inconveniences which are felt 
from the want of suitable accommoda- 
tions, have lately been submitted to the 
consideration of the trustees, the faculty 
think it sufficient to refer to their com- 
munication on this subject. 

The professors are aware, that the 
number of pupils belonging to the semi- 
nary is small compared with the whole 
number of candidates for holy orders. 
They regret that the want of pecuniary 
aid obliges so many students of theology 
to content themselves with private edu- 
cation, or to resort to other seminaries 
better endowed than their own. ‘They 
hope that it will not be considered as 
indecorous, if they suggest the great 
benefit which would accrue to the cause 
of religion and of our Church, if the 
larger and more wealthy of our congre- 
gations were to support one student 


annually at the seminary. ‘They hope - 


too, that experience will justify them 
in expressing the opinion, that to ex- 
tend the term of candidateship from 
one year, as now required by the ca- 
nons, to three, would promote, in a very 
high degree, the interests of the semi- 
nary. For itis a fact, that but few 
young men can be induced to spend 
three years in the seminary, if there is 
a probability of their receiving orders 
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after a shorter term of probation; and 
hence it is, that our first classes, and 
our second, at the close of the second 
session, are so small. 

With the best wishes for the welfare 
of the institution with which they are 
connected, and of that Church to sup- 
port and extend which it was founded, 
the above is respectfully submitted.

Annual Report of the Professors in the 
Branch Theolog. School at Geneva. 


To the trustees of the Theological 
School of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, in New-York, the professors 
mn the Branch School beg leave to re- 
port—That the following students are 
at present members of the school, viz. 
William W Bostwick, Jobn A. Clark, 
William W. Weber, M. D. reading 
theology ;—Henry Gregory, Isaac Par- 
dee, John Gavett, Seth Davis, Henry 
S. Atwater, are in the preparatory 
school. Abraham Le Fort, a young 
Indian of the Onondaga nation, is also 
in the school, by the direction of the 
Right Rev. Bishop Hobart, preparing 
himself for teaching his own nation. 
The progress made by this interesting 
stranger. in English grammar, compo- 
sition, arithmetic, geography, and pen- 
manship, is quite gratifying to all ac- 
quainted with the facts. 

Ira White, owing to ill health and 
the discouragements arising from age 
and the want of sufficient ‘funds, has 
left the school. Isaac Elwood and 
Thaddeus Garlick, for the latter cause 
have also left the school. Mr. Alva 
Bennett entered the school last August, 
and read theology until last month, 
when having an advantagoous offer of 
a select school in Mecklenburgh coun- 

ty, Virginia, he left the school for at 
least one year. 

W.W. Weber, M.D having revised 
his classical studies, and taken his de- 
gree at the college of Physicians and 
Surgeons at Fairfield, Herkimer coun- 
ty, since our last report, entered upon 
the study of thevlogy in the Branch 
School in Marchlast. Eugenor Cush- 
man, of Binghamton, entered the pre- 
paratory school last January, but owing 


to slender resources he was obliged to 
remit the further prosecution of his 
studies for the present. John W. Wood- 
ward entered the present week in the 
preparatory school. 

Since the date of our last report, Mr. 
Richard Salmon, and Mr. Orsimus H. 
Smith, have taken deacons’ orders, and 
left the school. Mr. Marvin H. Cady, 
classmate with these gentlemen, was 
removed by the hand of Providence 
from this world on the 15th.of Septem- 
ber last. Labouring under a natural 
infirmity by the deficiency of his left 
land, and possessing only very slender 
means by which to support himself in 
the prosecution of his studies, he strug- 
gled on for years in an undertaking in 
which his heart was deeply interested, 
and had the pleasing prospect of receiv- 
ing orders before his diocesan would 
embark for Europe. Butin vain! He 
sunk a victim to a violent billious fever, 
on the very morning appointed for his 
departure to New-York, and left his 
classmate, Mr. Salmon, to pursue his 
journey alone. One shall be taken 
and the other left.” In the loss of this 
truly amiable young man, the Sunday 
school cause has lost an active, a zeal- 
ous, and industrious supporter. Under 
his guidance the Sunday school of 
Trinity church, in Geneva, during the 
year previous to his death, flourished 
and increased to the entire satisfaction 
of its patrons.

Review of the proposed Additions to 
the Hymns. 


Our undertaking is truly laborious. 
Were we unfavourable to the introduc- 
tion of more hymns, we should only 
have to point out the defects of any one 
proposed, and condemn it. But, if 
higher considerations forbid not, we 
hope to see our collection reasonably 
enlarged ; and there can no where per- 
haps be found more than a few pieces 
of sufficient merit for adoption. The 
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only alternative therefore is to amend 
those that are susceptible of improve- 
ment. And this is a truly laborious 
work.—But “ pro ecclesia” is our mo- 
tive. If the church be in any degree 
served, our labour is not in vain. 

Five hymns are classed under the 
head of ©§ ORpINANCEs. 


Hymn XXVUI.— Doddridge. 


Baptism of Infants. 


1 See Israel’s gentle Shepherd stands, 
With all engaging charms; 
Hark! how he calls the tender lambs, 
And folds them in his arms. 


2 * Permit them to approach,” he cries, 
** Nor scorn their humble name ; 
For ’twas to bless such souls as these 

The Lord of angels came.” 


3 We bring them, Lord, with thankfal hearts, 

And yield them up to thee ; 

Joyful that we ourselves are thine, 
hine may our offspring be. 

A baptismal hymn is not usually re- 
quired ; yet there may be occasions 
when it may be eligible to have one. 
In the one before us, the expressions in 
the first verse, “ all engaging charms,” 
and “ hark, how he calls,” are inele- 
gant. We submit a substitute for the 
verse. 

The Saviour, meek and gentle, calls 

Our children to his breast; 
He folds them in his gracious arms, 
Himself declares them blest. 

In the 2d verse, 2d line, for “ name” 
we would prefer “‘claim.” The 3d line 
of that verse reads harshly; and its 4th 
line, mentioning “ the Lord of angels,” 
presents an idea unrelated, or very dis- 
tantly related to, infant baptism: we 
offer the following in their place. 


The heirs of heav’n are such as these, 
For such as these I came. 


In the 3d verse, the expression “ we 
yield them up” is, we think, objection- 
able; it intimates that the right of 
Christian parents in their children 
ceases at the font. But surely there is 
no other “ yielding up” there effected, 
than that of the dominion of evil. No 
ties of nature are renounced; but only 
the world, the flesh, and the devil; and 
are parents, god-parents, the represen- 
tatives of these ? If there is any mean- 
ing in the above expression, it must be 
calyinistic—we yield up our infants to 
thy decree, whether of election or non- 
election. Rather than utter an idea 
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having the least affinity with this, let 
the line be so amended as to express 
the mere dedication of them to God— 
Devoting them to thee. 
We proceed to the next. 


Hyma XX1X.— Doddridge,—Confirmation 


1 O happy day, that stays my choice 
On thee, my Saviour and my God ! 
Well may this glowing heart rejoice, 
And tell thy goodness ail abroad. 
2 O happy bond! that seals my vows 
To hira who merits all my love ; 
Let cheerful anthems fill his house, 
W hiie to his sacred throne 1 move. 
3 ’Tis done—the great transaction’s done ; 
Deign, gracious Lord, to make me thine; 
Help me, through grace, to follow on, 
Glad to confess thy voice divine.

By what mistake has this hymn got the 
title “ Confirmation” ? On reaching it, 
we thought it singular that a dissenting 
author should have written a hymn for 
an ordinance which his denomination 
rejects. On proceeding to the words, 
“ great transaction,” we supposed the 
hymn was intended to celebrate the 
written covenant which Doddridge and 
others recommend before communing ; 
and which they make so very great a 
transaction as to leave baptism but an 
inferior one. But on perusing farther, 
the phrase ‘ angels’ food” explained 
the whole: it is a hymn on the ap- 
proach of new communicants. It can- 
not, in its present state, be properly 
used for confirmation: many who are 
prepared for that ordinance and receive 
it, must attain a riper age and a higher 
preparation before coming to the feast 
on “ angels’ food.”—Do we require 
any better piece for this ordinance than 


Psalm xxv. at verse 7? But shoulda 


hymn be thought more eligible, the fol- 
lowing, in which we have endeavoured 
to make the most of this one from Dod- 
dridge, may answer. These farther 
objections however, to the piece as it 
stands, should be first noted; through 
the two first verses, it regards confirma- 
tion as approaching, and in the other 
verses, as performed; and there is an 
appearance of ostentation ir the 3d and 
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Ath lines of the 2d verse. We now add 
our substitute. 


1 O happy day, in whieh I bow 
Before my ever-gracious Lord! 
O happy bond, that seals my vow 
For ever to ‘obey his word! 
2 Iilere rest, my oft divided heart, 
Live henceforth for thy God alone: 
Nor sorvow from the world to part, 
When God accepts thee as his own.

“While.” ‘This hymn, though rather 
too simple for admission into the Prayer 
* Book, may, on the whole, be useful to 
the younger class of those who are 
confirmed. 
We have next another piece on a 
kindred subject. 


Hymn XXX1L—Wesley. 
Intercession for young Christians. 
1 Author of faith! we seek thy face 
For all who feel thy work begun; 
Confirm and strengthen them in grace, 
And lead thy feeblest children on. 
2 Their wants thou knowest and their names; 
Be mindful of thy youngest care ; 
Be tender of thy new-born lambs, 
And gently in thy bosom bear.

. We would expunge this hymn; it is far 


inferior to the previous one. If how- 
ever it myst be retained, we would at 
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least expunge tlie 2d verse, for reasons 
theological and reasons grammatical : 
that God “ knows the names” of his 
flock, is too simple a thought if taken 
literally, and if taken figuratively, it 
means nothing less than personal elec- 
tion, in either the calvinistic or armi- 
nian sense; the one doctrine not be- 
lieved by many episcopalians ; and the 
other, if believi ed, not made prominent 
in their creed :—the phrase “ new born’ 
will raise more controversial than devo- 
tional thoughts: and the last line of the 
verse (2d) is not grammar. 

The subject of the next hymn is the 

Consecration of a Church. 
Hymn XXXII.

In the 2d verse, 2d line, for “ in” we 
would read ** with” or “to”; as it now 
stands, the “ echo” of the “ walls” is 
made a part of the “ praise” offered to 
God. We note also that in the 2d and 
Sd lines of that verse (2d) there is a 
transition from the third person impe- 
rative to the second person; this is faul- 
ty: and in the 4th line, “ rich tokens” 
is either a vague or a fanatical expres- 
sion: we offer as substitutes for the 3d 
and 4th lines, 

Long may thy presence and thy grace, 

Descending, fill this hallow’d place. 
In the 3d verse, 2d line, the words 
“ oraces of his train” come very near 
to such a personification of graces as 
might suggest the heathenish idea of the 
Graces; we would change the line to 


His heav’nly kingdom here maintain. 


We next copy two hymns for Sunday 
and Charity Schools,—on which we 
shall make no particular criticism. We 
only remark that they are too simple to 
be allowed a place in the Prayer Book. 
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The first of the two seems intended for 
mere effect. But if effect be required 
on these occasions, we would prefer al- 
lowing a discretion to the minister to 
introduce such hymns as he may deem 
proper ;—then, when the desired effect 
is over, the discredit of the means will 
no longer adhere to the church.

we would read the line

Christ the light of the Gentiles.

Very beautiful, unquestionably ; but not, 
Wwe repeat, appropriate to Christian 
worship,—no Jews being present to 
hear it,—and_ the hymn containing no 
argument for Christians to seek their 
conversion.

—and that verse 3d, line 3d, is not 
quite correct, if we expect the future re- 
storation of the Jews to their own land.

But is it pro 
bable that Bishop Heber composed it 
to be used in worship? Yet it may be 
thus used,—in Britain particularly, as 
that empire has colonies or possessions 
in every country specified in the hymn : 
there is a very particular “ call” on 
Britons “ to deliver these lands from 
error.” For our use we need adopt only 
the two latter stanzas. 

We cannot dismiss these four hymns 
without again remarking that the most 
urgent “ call” on us, in regard to mis- 
sions, is from brethren in our new 
lands, and from the heathen tribes in 
our own territory. 

Next in order are six hymns classed 
under the general title of Seasons ; four 
of them are very excellent. With this 
class we conclude our present number. 


SEASONS. 
Hymn XXXUX.—Harvest. 


1 Fountain of merey, God of love, 
How rich thy bounties are ! 
The rolling seasons, as they move, 
Proclaim thy constant care. 
2 When in the bosom of the earth 
The sower hid the grain, . 
Thy goodness mark’d its secret birth, 
And sent the early rain. 
3 The spring’s sweet influence,Lord, was thine, 
The plants in beauty grew; 
Thou gav’st refulgent suns to shine, 
And mild refreshing dew. 
4 These various mercies from above 
Matur’d the swelling grain ; 
A kindly harvest crowns thy love, 
And pleuty fills the plain.

Excellent and elegant. Such a hymn 
will do credit to our collection.

No eank’ring worm, nor hostile band, 
Has spoil’d the product of the land. 


2 We bless thy name for sun and show’rs, 
And all the good that nature pours : 
But thy enriching stores of grace 
Transcend our highest notes of praise- 
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3 Pour out thy gracious Spirit, Lord, 
And spread the influence of thy word, 
Till saints a richer harvest rise, 

To fill the garner of the skies. 


Inferior to the former hymn, yet still 
good. In the 2d verse, 1st line, for “ thy 
name,” we propose “ thee, Lord,” as 
the address to the Deity begins there. 


Hymn XLV—AMre. Barbauld. 
Thanksgiving Day. 


t Praise to God, immortal praise 
For the love that crowns our days ; 
Bounteous Source of every joy, 

Let thy praise our tongues employ 

2 All the blessings of the fields, 

All the stores the garden yields, 
Flecks that whiten all the plain, 
Yellow sheaves of ripen’d grain, 

3 Clouds that drop their fatt’ning dews, 
Suns that genial warmth diffuse, 

All the plenty summer pours, 
Autumn’s rich o’erflowing stores— 

4 These ¢o thee, our God, we owe, 
Source whenee all our blessings flow ; 
And for these our souls shall raise 
Grateful vows and solemn praise. 

5. Yet should rising whirlwinds tear 
From its stem the rip’ning ear ; 
Though the sick’ning flock sheuld full, 
And the herd desert the stall ;

An elegant and devout effusion. ~The 
only objections that can be made are, 
—that it is not comprehensive enough 
for our Thanksgiving, which is net only 
for “ the fruits of the earth,” but for “ ali 
the otker blessings ef God’s merciful 
providence,”—and, that the sense is 
more suspended between the verses 
than is expedient in singing. We do not 
however deem these imperfections a 
sufficient ground for rejecting so admir- 
able a hymn. 
The next piece is from scripture. 


Hymr XLUL—Scotch Paraphrase. 
Youth. Eccles. xii. 1. 


i In life’s gay morn, when sprightly youth 
With vital ardour glows, 
And shines in all the fairest charms 
Which beauty can disclose : 
2 Deep in thy soul, before its pow’rs 
Are yet by vice enslav’d, 
Be thy Creator’s glorious name 
Ana character engrav’d : 
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3 Ere yet the shades of grief do.cloud 
The sunshine of thy days, 
And cares and toils, in endless round, 
Encempass all thy ways:

Not a very close paraphrase, yet well 
executed and of genuine worth. Fer 
the first line of verse 1st we would sub- 
stitute the following :

In verse 3d, lime tet, for “ grief do,” 
we propose “sorrow.” We would add 
likewise the tellowing verse : 
§ True wisdom, early sought and gain’d, 
In age will give thee rest; 
© then impreve the morn of life, 
To make its evening blest. 


We proceed to another piece, infe- 
rior to several of the last. 


Hymn XLM1.—Watts. 
Morning and Evening. 
i My God! how endless is thy love! 
‘l’by gifts are every evening new ; 
And morning mercies from above 
Gently distil like early dew. 
2 Thou spread’st the curtain of the night, 
Great Guardian of my sleeping hours? 
Thy sov’regn werd restores the light, 
And quickens all my droeping pow’rs. 
S TL yield my pow’rs.to thy command; 
Vo thee | consecrate my days: 
Perpetual blessings from thy hand 
Geman perpetual songs of praise. 


In verse 1st, line 1st, the idea intended 
by the word “ endless,” would be more 
accurately expressed by substituting 
“ constant.” In the next line the reader 
who is familiar with scripture perceives 
at once a discrepancy between the 
hymn and the prophet; the hymn says 
that Ged’s kindnesses are “‘ new every 
evening ;” the prophet, (Lam. iii. 23,) 
“they are new every morning ;” and 
the latter is the more elegant thought, 
particularly in connexion with the word 
“ gifts.” We leave to the decision of 
others whether for this objection the 
hymn should be expunged. We see no 
way of amending it without cancelling 
the most striking, and indeed the only 
striking passage. ‘There must, we ap- 
prehena, be an intrinsic difficulty in 
combining well the topics of a morning 
and an evening hymn. 

With one more piece we conclude

our present number: it is the last under 
the head of Seasons. 


Hymn XLIV.—Luke xiii. [6—9.] 
The barren fig-tree: for the end of the year. 


1 See, in the vineyard of the Lord, 
A barren fig-tree stand ; 
It yields no fruit, no blossom bears, 
Though planted by his hand. 


2 From year to year he seeks for fruit, 
And still no fruit is found ; 
It stands among the living trees, 
Encumbering the ground. 


$ But to! the gracious Saviour pleads— 
“The barren fig-tree spare ; 
In merey stay the threat’ning hand, 
And grant another year. 
4 But if all means should prove in vain, 
And still no frait appear ; 
Then merey may no longer plead, 
Nor ask another year.” 
A good attempt, indifferently executed. 
In verse 2d, line Ist, for “ he seeks for 
fruit,’’ we propose “ he views the tree” ; 
this will prevent the so frequent repeti- 
tion of the word * fruit :” and in place 
of the two last lines of that verse, we 
would read, 
Then * cut it down,” the Lord commands, 
** \\ hy cumbers it the ground /” 
In place of the two last lines of verse 
3d we suggest, 
Another year in mercy wait, 
It yet may bloom and bear. 
And for the entire 4th verse we offer 
the following substitute : similar rhymes 
and mechanism in two consecutive 
verses are usually inelegant; in alter- 
nate verses they are allowable, and of- 
ten ornamental— 
But if my culture prove in vain, 
And still no fruit be found, 
I plead no more; destroy the tree, 
And root it from thy grown. 

We here suspend again our labours. 
It may possibly appear to the readers 
of this Journal, that we are drawing too 
largely on their attention and patience, 
and criticising too minutely pieces that 
were never designed for such fastidious 
dissection. But let it be recollected, 
that these hymns, if adopted, will come 
under the criticism of some hundreds of 
congregations,—perhaps as often as 
every week ; and that then the discovery 
of their faults will be in vain. These 
hymns, if adopted, must be taken “ for 
better, for worse ;”—and our remarks 
are but in conformity with the warning, 
“if any man know any just cause or 
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impediment—let him now speak,” for 
“ hereafter” he must “ hold his peace.”

For the Christian Journal. 
Abstract of the Proceedings of the 
forty-first Annual Convention of the 
Diocese of New-Jersey, held in St. 
Michael’s Church, Trenton, on the 
18th and 19th of August, 1824. 


THe convention was composed of 
the Right Rev. Bishop Croes, eleven 
presbyters, one deacon, and twenty- 
three lay-delegates, representing four- 
teen parishes; and was opened with 
morning prayer, read by the Rev. 
Henry P. Powers, rector of Trinity 
church, Newark; and a sermon by the 
Rev. Clarkson Dunn, rector of Christ 
church, Newton, and minister of St. 
James’s church, Knowlton. 

The Rev. John Croes, jun. was 
elected secretary. 

The Right Rev. Bishop Croes de- 
livered the following address, provided 
for in the canons of the Church. 


My brethren of the clergy, 

and of the laity :— 

In addressing you, in conformity to 
the provisions of the forty-fifth canon 
of our Church, 1 begin with stating, 

That shortly after our last conven- 
tion, I appointed Sunday the 7th of 
September, 1823, to visit the members 
of our Church, who reside in Morris- 
Town and its vicinity; and had pro- 
ceeded some distance in iny journey, 
but was unhappily obliged to return 
without effecting my object, in conse- 
quence of indisposition. 

On Sunday the 14th of the same 
month, I visited St. Thomas’s Church, 
Alexandria, (vacant) preached, and 
administered the communion; and on 
the next day, I visited in the congrega- 
tion of St. Andrew’s, Amwell. 

On Sunday the 21st of September, 
I visited Trinity church, Woodbridge, 
(vacant) accompanied by the Rev. Mr. 
Carter, of the diocese of Georgia ; on 
which occasion, divine service was per- 
formed, and a sermon preached. 
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On Sunday the 5th of October, I 
visited St. James’s church, Piscataway, 
(vacant,) and officiated. 

On Sunday the 12th, I visited Trini- 
ty church, Newark, and officiated both 
forenoon and afternoon. 

On Tuesday the 24th, I held an or- 
dination in Christ church, New-Bruns- 
wick; on which occasion, in virtue of 
letters dimissory from the Right Rev. 
J. H. Hobart, bishop of the diocese of 
New-York, absent in Europe, I admit- 
ted the Rev. Moses Burt, the Rev. 
Algernon S. Hollister, the Rev. Tho- 
mas K. Peck, the Rev. Richard Bury, 
and the Rev. Seth W. Beardsley, dea- 
cons, of that diocese, to the holy order 
of priests; the Rev. Henry U. Onder- 
donk, M. D. and the Rev. Thomas 
Breintnall, presbyters of the same dio- 
cese, being present and assisting. 

On Wednesday the 19th of Novem- 
ber, I visited Christ church, Newton, 
and consecrated to the service of Al- 
mighty God, a neat, substantial, and 
considerably spacious stone edifice, 
which, by the very great exertions of 
the rector and congregation of that 
church, had been erected within the 
year. 

On the succeeding day, November 
20th, 1 admitted the Rev. Clarkson 
Dunn, rector elect of that church, to 
the holy order of priests: the Rev. 
Henry P. Powers, of Newark ; the Rev. 
Reuben Hubbard, of Goshen, in the 
diocese of New-York; and the Rev. 
Richard F. Cadle, of the same diocese, 
being present and assisting. The Rev. 
J.M. Ward, a deacon of this diocese, 
also attended. 

The same day Iinstituted Mr. Dunn 
into the rectorship of that church. 

On Tuesday, January 6th, 1824, 
(the festival of the Epiphany,).I held 
an ordination in Christ church, New- 
Brunswick, when, in virtue of letters 
dimissory from the Right Rev. the Bi- 
shop of the diocese of New-York, still 
absent in Europe, I admitted to the 
holy order of deacons, Samuel R. John- 
son, and William C. Mead, candidates 
for orders in that diocese. 

On Thursday, April 1st, 1824, I 
held an ordination in St. Peter’s church, 
Spotswood, when I admitted te the 
holy order of priests, the Rev. John 
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Mortimer Ward, minister ofthat church, 
and of St. Peter’s church, Freehold: 
the Rev. John C. Rudd, D.D. the Rev. 
John Croes, jun. and the Rev. Richard 
F. Cadle, being present and assisting. 

On the fifth Sunday after Easter, 
(May 23d,) I visited St. George’s 
church, Pennsneck, and officiated; and. 
in the afternoon of the same day, I also 
visited St. John’s church, Salem, and 
preached. 

On the next day, accompanied hy 
the Rev. Charles Smith, minister of 
those churches, I repaired to Swedes- 
borough, and on Tuesday the 25th, I 
preached in Trinity church, in that 
village, then vacant. 

On Wednesday the 26th, .aecom- 
panied as before, I visited St. Thomas’s 
church, Glassborough, (vacant,) where 
I was met by the Rev. Richard D. 
Hall, lately elected rector of St. Peter’s 
church, Berkeley: but in consequence 
of a temporary indisposition, I was un- 
able to officiate as I intended; Mr. 
Hall, therefore, preached in my place. 
In the afternoon, however, accompani- 
ed by the above reverend gentleman, I 
visited St. Stephen’s church, Mullica- 
Hill, and was enabled to-preach. 

On Thursday the 27th, (the festival 
of the Ascension,) I visited St. Peter’s 
church, Berkeley, and instituted the 
Rey. Mr. Hall into the rectorship of 
that church; the Rev. Messrs. More- 
house and Smith being present. . 

Oa the Sunday after Ascension, 
(May 30th,) I visited St. Mary’s church, 
Colestown, and officiated; and on the 
afternoon of the same day, I also visited 
St. Andrew’s church, Mount-Holly, 
and preached. 

On Tuesday the 1st June, I visited 
St. Mary’s church, Burlington, preach- 
ed, and administered confirmation to 
eleven persons. 

On Friday the 4th of June, I ad- 
mitted, in Trinity church, New-York, 
in the absence of the Right Rev. the 
Bishop of that diocese, and in virtue of 
a letter dimissery from him, the Rev. 
Burton H. Hickox, a deacon of the dio- 
cese, to the holy order of priests: the 
Rev. Benjamin T. Onderdonk, the Rev. 
Wm. A. Clark, the Rev. H. U. Onder- 
donk, M. D. and the Rev. Geerge Up- 
fold,-M. D. being present and assisting. 
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On the first Sunday after Trinity, 
(June 20,) I visited St. John’s church, 
Elizabeth-Town, and officiated both 
morning and afternoon. 

On Tuesday the 29th of June, (the 
festival of St. Peter,) [I again visited 
St. Peter’s church, Spotswood, preach- 
ed, and administered confirmation to 
twenty-eight persons. ‘The clergy pre- 
‘sent on the occasion, beside Mr. Ward, 
the minister of the church, were the 
Rev. Dr. Rudd, and the Rev. Mr. 
Dunn. 

On Thursday the Ist July, accom- 
panied by the Rev. Dr. Rudd, the Rev. 
John Croes, jun. and the Rev. Clark- 
son Dunn, I visited St. Peter’s church, 
Freehold, and administered confirma- 
tion to fifteen persons. Dr. Rudd 
preached on the occasion; the Rev. 
Mr. Ward, the minister, being neces- 
sarily absent. 

On the third Sunday after Trinity, 
I visited Christ church, Shrewsbury, 
and preached in the morning. In the 
afternoon, I also visited Christ church, 
Middletown, and officiated. 

On the fifth Sunday after Trinity, T 
visited the Episcopalians residing at 
Morris-Town and its vicinity, and per- 
formed divine service and preached 
both morning and afternoon. 

On Tuesday the 27th July, and the 
three following days, I attended the 
annual meeting of the trustees of the 
General Theological Seminary of our 
Church, in New-York, and the ex- 
amination of the students of that insti- 
tution. 

I state it with confidence, when I 
say, that no urprejudiced person, in 
any tolerable degree qualified to judge, 
attended the examinatton of the stu- 
dents of that institution, without being 
powerfully impressed with the truth, 
that the seminary is one of high desert, 
that its professors are gentlemen well 
qualified for their stations, both as it 
respects their learning, aptness toteach, 
suavity of manners, and devotion to the 
work and to the interests of the semi- 
nary: and that the students exhibited 
undeniable evidence, not only ef the 
care, the skill, and the accuracy, with 
which they had been taught; but also 
of the industry they had exercised, and 
the high attainments they had made 
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in every branch of theological know- 
ledge. 

Can such an institution be neglected 
by any member, or portion of members 
of our Church? Can it be suffered to 
want sufficient funds for its support; 
and therefore be checked in its pro- 
gress, or permitted to decline? It must 
not be: Churchmen cannot be so in- 
different to the well-being and progress 
of their religion: they cannot subject 
themselves to such severe reproach. 

During the sittings of the board of 
trustees, a very inaportant measure be- 
came the subject of their deliberation, 
viz. the erection of suitable buildings 
for the accommodation of the professors 
and students of the seminary: and I 
have the pleasure to state to you, that 
it was finally determined by a unani- 
mous vote, that means should be put 
in progress to pracure funds, and that 
such buildings be erected. 

On the seventh Sunday after Trinity, 
(August ist,) I admitted, in St. Paul’s 
chapel, city of New-York—in the ab- 
sence of the Right Rev. J. H. Hobart, 
bishop of that diocese, and in virtue of 
a letter dimissory from him—James 
Lawrence Yvonnet, a candidate of that 
diocese, to the holy order of deacons. 

On the eighth Sunday after Trinity, 
(August the 8th,) I visited the congre- 
gation of Episcopalians at Paterson, 
(vacant,) and officiated both morning 
and afternoon. I also baptized two 
children there. 

On Tuesday the 10th, I intended, 
and had made preparations, again to 
visit Trinity church, Swedesborough, 
and St. John’s church, Salem, for the 
purposes of instituting to the rectorship 
of the former, the Rev. Simon Wilmer, 
and to that of the latter, the Rev. Charles 
Smith, ministers of those churches. 
But, on the very eve of my departure, 
I was prevented from proceeding by 
sickness. | 

I visited, however, on the ninth 
Sunday after Trinity, St. Michael’s 
church, ‘Trenton, and preached both 
morning and afternoon. 

The number of persons confirmed in 
the three congregations in which that 
holy rite has been administered, during 
the year, is fifty-four. 

The ordinations have been eleven; 
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eight to the order of priests, and three 
to that of deacons: two of which oaly 
for this diocese, the residue for the dio- 
cese of New-York. 

The institutions have been two. 

One person has been admitted a can- 
didate for orders, and another is pre- 
paring for admission. 

One new church has been consecrat- 
ed, viz. Christ church, Newton. 

The Rev. John Grigg, lately a pres- 
byter of the diocese of New-York, re- 
moved into this diocese last autumn, 
and in October last, took charge of 
Christ chapel, Belleville, and the con- 
gregation at Paterson: the latter of 
which, by information lately received 
from him, he has since relinquished. 

The Rev. Jacob M. Douglass has 
relinquished his charge as rector of 
Trinity church, Swedesborough, and 
removed into the diocese of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The Rev. Charles Smith, lately a 
presbyter in the diocese of Connecticut, 
has removed into this diocese, and 
taken charge of St. John’s church, Sa- 
lem, and St. George’s, Pennsneck. 

The Rev. Richard D. Hall, formerly 
a presbyter of the diveese of Delaware, 
has also removed into this diocese, and 
has taken charge of St. Peter’s church, 
Berkeley, St. Mary’s, Colestown, and 
St. Stephen’s, Mullica-Hill. 

The Rev. Simon Wilmer, formerly 
rector of Trinity church, Swedesbo- 
rough, but for some years a presbyter 
of the diocese of Virginia, has. lately 
returned to this diocese, and taken 
charge of his former congregation. 

The Rev. Alfred A. Muller, rector 
of St. James’s church, Bristol, Penn- 
sylvania, has, on application of a num- 
ber of gentlemen residing at Borden- 
town, in this diocese—who have azso- 
ciated for celebrating the worship of 
God according ‘to the liturgy of our 
Church—received permission to offi- 
ciate for them, at such times as may be 
mutually convenient. 

The Rev. Edmund D. Barry, D. D. 
of New-York, will shortly, at my re- 
quest, afford some stated services to the 
congregation of St. Matthew’s church, 
city of Jersey. 

From this statement, it will be per- 
ceived, that the Church in this diocese, 
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by the blessing of its divine Head, is 
gradually improving. More clergymen 
belong to it, and officiate in it, than at 
any fermer period; consequently many 
churches heretofore vacant, have stated 
divine service, and the ministration of 
the word and ordinances, If we com- 
pare the state of the Church in this dio- 
cese, as it was reported in the year 
1814—and in no previous period since 
the revolution, had it been materially 
better—with its state at this time, we 
shall see a manifest progress in all its 
coneerns; a progress greater than we 
could reasonably have expected, con- 
sidering the difficukies with whieh it 
has had to struggle. At that time, its 
number of clergymen was eight, now 
it is sixteen; and in the course of a few 
days will be seventeen, besides the 
partial services it will receive from two 
clergymen of the neighbouring dioceses. 
Then, the number of churches which 
enjoyed the stated services of the sanc- 
tuary was ten, now twenty or twenty- 
one congregations are blessed with that 
great privilege. Of twenty-six churches 
-——one of which has been erected with- 
in the last year—several have either 
been rebuilt, improved, or new model- 
led, since that time; so that, with the 
exception of one, they are all in excel- 
lentrepair. ‘Tosupply the still vacant 
churches, a missionary is appointed, 
who will be able to afford them fre- 
quent services. 

The funds which have been succe.- 
sively instituted for the advancement 
of the Churchin this diocese—as, the 
fund for the relief of the widows and 
children of deceased clergymen, the 
missionary fund, the episcopal fund, 
and the fund of the society for promot- 
ing Christian knowledge, &c.—are in 
a state of gradual increase, and have 
already contributed, under the blessing 
of God, to the prosperity of our Church, 
and consequently been the instruments 
of much good. 

With this inerease of the means for 
the visible prosperity of the Church, 
we may reasonably indulge the hope, 
that, through the influence of divine 
grace, her spiritual interests are also 
advancing ; that true and undefiled re- 
ligion is making progress in the hearts 
of her members; the only certain evi- 
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dence of which is a good life and con- 
versation. 

For all these blessings, it becomes 
as, my brethren, to raise our hearts in 
grateful acknowledgments to Almighty 
God; and they should, at the same 
time, inspire us with new zeal and ex- 
ertions, in the promotion of his glory. 

I now offer the parochial reports, 
which have been presented to me by 
the proper officers of the several con- 
gregations in the diocese, that they may 
be read for the information of the con- 
vention, and inserted in the Journal.

The first article of the constitution 
of the Church in this diocese, was so 
altered as to read thus :— 

“ There shall be a convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in this 
state or diocese, on the last Wednes- 
day in May annually, to be held in 
rotation at the following places, viz. 
Newark, Mount-Holly, Shrewsbury, 
Elizabeth-Town, Trenton, Perth-Am- 
boy, Burlington, New-Brunswick, and 
Swedesborough.” 

The following appointments were 
made :—

Charles H. Wharton, D. D. the Rev. 
John C. Rudd, D. D. the Rev. James 
Chapman, the Rev. John Croes, jun.

Delegates to the General Conven- 
tion.—The Rev. Charles H. Wharton, 
D. D. the Rev. John C. Rudd, D. D. 
the Rev. James Chapman, the Rev. 
John Croes, jun. Peter Kean, esq. 
James Parker, esq. Dr. Plunket F. 
Glentworth, and Joseph V. Clark, esq. 

From the account of the treasurer of 
the convention, it appears that the re- 
ceipts during the past year, added to a 
balance in the treasury, were $999 16; 
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and the expenses $ 702 50; leaving a 
balance of $ 296 66; and that the 
present amount of funds is $ 3640 86. 

From the account of the treasurer of 
the Episcopal fund, it appears that the 
receipts for the past year were $ 239 
294; that $ 150 had been paid to the 
bishop; and that the present amount 
of the fund is $ 1579 67. 

From the treasurer’s account, it ap- 
pears, farther, that the present amount 
of the fund designed for the Bishop 
Croes scholarship in the General Theo- 
logical Seminary, is $ 798. 


The following is an appendix to the 
journal of the above convention :— 

“The board of directors, to whom 
is confided the appropriation of the 
Missionary Fund, beg leave to make 
the following report to the convention : 

“That the Rev. Robert B. Croes 
had been appointed a missionary to 
the vacant churches in this diocese, 
and, after serving a few weeks, had, at 
the earnest and repeated solicitation of 
the standing committee of the board of 
trustees of the General Theological 
Seminary of our Church, been induced 
—with the permission of the president 
of the board of directors—to relinquish 
it for a time, and accept the agency of 
soliciting and collecting funds for the 
Seminary. After a vacancy of several 
weeks, the Rev. Richard F. Cadle con- 
sented to take his place, and served 
from January, 1824, till June. Since 
then the office has been unsupplied. 
But we have the satisfaction to inform 
the convention, that a clergyman is en- 
gaged to commence the performance 
of the duties of a missionary, early in 
the next month. The salary allowed 
the missionaries, during the year past, 
was at the rate of $400 per annum. 
The whole sum expended for mission- 
ary services during the same time, was 
$ 185, of which the missionaries col- 
lected from the vacant churches about 
$ 78.7? 


The Reports of the Missionaries are 
as follows. 


Robert B. Croes, appointed mission- 
ary to the vacant churches in the dio- 
cese of New-Jersey, reports, 

“ That immediately after his ordina- 
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tion in August last, he commenced his 
labours as missionary, and continued 
for about five weeks, when, by the per- 
mission of his diocesan, he accepted 
the agency offered by the trustees of the 
General Theological Seminary. Since 
the first of October, therefore, he has, 
with little interruption, been employed 
on the business of the seminary, and 
consequently can give no information 
of importance on the state of the vacant 
purishes in New-Jersey.—The Rev. 
Mr. Cadle has since supplied his place 
in part, and will give to the Missionary 
Society, an account of his labours from 
the middle of January to the first of 
June of the present year. 

The following is a statement of the 
churches visited, and the collections 
made during the short time in which 
the missionary was engaged. 

Sunday, August 24, he preached at 
Knowlton and Hope, in exchange with 
the Rev. Mr. Dunn, who officiated in 
Woodbridge and Piscataway. ‘Thurs- 
day, August 28, at Piscataway in the af- 
ternoon. Sunday, August 31, at oles- 
town in the morning, and Berkeley in 
the afternoon. Thursday, September 
4, Piscataway in the afternoon, and 
Woodbridge in the evening. Sunday, 
September 7, at Alexandria in the 
morning, and Amwell in the afternoon. 
Wednesday, September 10, at Piscata- 
way in the afternoon, and Woodbridge 
in the evening. Sunday, September 
14, at Morris-Town in the afternoon 
and evening. Sunday, September 21, 
at Piscataway in the morning, and at 
Brunswick in the afternoon, in ex- 
_ change with the bishop, who preached 
at Woodbridge. Sunday, September 
28, at Piscataway in the morning, and 
Woodbridge in the afternoon. Sunday, 
October 19, at Spotswood, in exchange 
with the Rev. Mr. Ward, who officiated 
at Colestown. Sunday, December 28, 
at Woodbridge twice. 

There have been four collections at 
Piscataway, amounting to $1 13, and 
one at Woodbridge, amounting to $ 1 


Right Rev. and dear sir, 


T now offer to you, as president of 
the board of directors of the Missionary 
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Fund, the report of my services while 
acting as missionary. About the middle 
of January last, I entered upon the dis- 
charge of my duties, and continued to 
officiate till the first of June. I have 
preached in St. John’s church, Salem, 
three times on a week day, and as often 
or a Sunday: in St. George’s, Penns- 
neck, once on a week day, and twice 
on a Sunday ; two other appointments 
for this church were fulfilled for me by 
the Rev. Charles Smith: in St. Ste- 
phen’s, Mullica-Hill, six times on a 
week day: in St. Thomas’s, Glassbo- 
rough, five times on a week day: in St. 
Peter’s, Berkeley, twice on a week 
day: in St. Mary’s, Colestown, four 
times on a Sunday: in St. John’s, 
Chew’s-Landing, five times on a Sun- 
day, and once ona week day. These 
churches I did not visit after Easter, 
about which time, several of them be- 
came supplied. 

I have also preached in St. Thomas’s 
church, Alexandria, four times on a 
Sunday: to the congregation of St. 
Andrew’s, Amwell, assembled in the 
house of Mr. Robert Sharp, four times 
on a Sunday: in Morris-Town, seven 
times on a Sunday, and once on a week 
day: in Trinity church, Woodbridge, 
four times on a Sunday : to the congre- 
gation of St. Matthew’s, city of Jersey, 
twice on a Sunday: in St. James’s, 
Piscataway, twice on a Sunday, and 
twice on a week day; two other ap- 
pointments. were made, but, on one oc- 
casion, the congregation were prevent- 
ed from assembling by a storm, and on 
the other, my absence was caused by 
a circumstance beyond my control. 

In addition, I have preached once 
on a Sunday, in Christ church, New- 
Brunswick, at the direction of the Bi- 
shop : once ina private house at Schull- 
town: once in the Alms-House of 
Gloucester county: and nine times in 
other places. 

In Pennsneck, I married two couple. 
I have administered the holy com- 
munion in St. Thomas’s church, Alex- 
andria, where there are five communi- 
cants: in Morris-Town, where there 
are seven: and in St. James’s church, 
Piscataway, where there are five or 
six.

Fox the ¢ 
Convention of the Eastern Diocese. 
Tue Gospel Advocate for November, 
which has just reached us, contains the 
Journal of the proceedings of the Con- 
vention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of the Eastern Diocese, held at 
Portland, Maine, on Wednesday the 
29th of September, 1824; from which 

we make the following abstract. 

The convention was composed of the 
Right Rev. Bishop Griswold, and nine 
clerical and four lay delegates. Morn- 
ing prayer was conducted by the Rey. 
J. Morss, rector of St. Paul’s church, 
Newburyport; and a sermon was deli- 
vered by the bishop, who also adminis- 
tered the holy communion, assisted by 
the Rev. Mr. Morss. 

Resolved, that the clergy and laity 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church at 
present in town, who are not members 
of this convention, be admitted to its 
giltings. 

The fcllowing gentlemen were ap- 
pointed the standing committee for the 
ensuing year, viz. The Rev. Petrus S. 
Ten Broeck, the Rey. Chas. Burroughs, 
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the Rev.CarltonChase, the Rev Samuel 
F Jarvis, D.D. the Rev. Asa Eaton, the 
Rev. James Morss, the Rev. Nathan B. 
Crocker, Hon. D. A. Tyng, and George 
Brinley, esq.: the Rev. Asa Eaton to 
be the chairman. 

Resolved, that the committee ap- 
pointed by a former convention to de- 
vise means for the more effectual sup- 
port of the episcopate, be, and they are 
hereby discharged; and that it be re- 
commended to the conventions of the 
several states composing the diocese, to 
appoint committees fur that purpose. 

The committee appointed by a for- 
mer convention to report a uniform sys- 
tem of catechetical instruction, reported 
in part, that they have agreed upon the 
following system, and recommend its 
adoption, viz —That the ¢ Church Ca- 
techism broke into short questions,’ the 
‘ Method of Daily Prayer,’ and Watts’s 
‘ Divine Songs for children,’ be used as 
the preparatory, or first course of cate- 
chetical instruction. —That ¢ A familiar 
and easy Guide to the Understanding of 
the Church Catechism,’* &c. set forth 
by them, and Gastrell’s ¢ Christian In- 
stitutes abridged,’* compose the second 
course ; and that the * Method of Daily 
Prayer’ be continued. They state that 
they have not yet devised a satisfactory 
system of instruction for the third 
course; and therefore only report pro- 
gress, and beg leave to sit again, 

The report was adopted, and the 
committee had leave to sit again. 

The committee appointed at the last 
convention to inquire into, and report 
the cliaracter and situation of such cler- 
gymen of the diocese as may be habitu- 
ally neglecting the duties of the minis- 
ierial office, reported the cases of two 
persons; one resident in Massachusetts, 
and the other in Maine. In relation to 
the gentleman resident in. Massachu- 
setts, they recommend that no measures 
be instituted by the convention; and 
with respect to the case of the clergy-. 
man resident in Maine, they advise that 
the convention of this state be requested 
to instruct their standing committee to 
confer with the gentleman reported, un- 
der the direction of the bishop. 





* Both these works are printed and sold at 
the offiee of the Christian Journal. 
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The report was accepted, its recom- 
mendations adopted, and the commit- 
tee discharged. 

The bishop having delivered his ad- 
dress, it was 

Resolved, that the thanks of this con- 
vention be presented to the bishop for 
the sermon delivered before the conven- 
tion this day, and also for his excellent 
address} and that copies of both be re- 
spectfully requested for publication. 

Resolved, that should the bishop com- 
ply with the request of the convention, 
the sermon and address be published in 
the Gospel Advocate. 

Resolved, that the clergy be request- 
ed to read the address to their respec- 
tive congregations. 

Messrs, Burroughs, Jarvis, Crocker, 
Eaton, and Boyle, were appointed a 
committee to make out an accurate ac- 
count of the state of the diocese, to he 
presented to the next general conven- 
tion, in 1826; and also to devise mea- 
sures for the wore effectual promotion 
of religion in the diocese: to report at 
the next convention of the same. 

Resolved, that the next convention 
be held in St. Paul’s church, in the city 
of Boston. 

Resolved, that the present secretary, 
the Rev. Titus Strong, be continued as 
the secretary for the ensuing year. 

After prayer, and the bishop’s bene- 
diction, the convention adjourned. 
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rhe following article was prepared and put in 
type for our last number, but was omitted for 
want of room. It is now inserted for the pur- 
pose of recording a faet connected with the 
most important period of the history of our 
country. 


General La Fayette. 


Tt is not perhaps the provinee of this Journal 
LO notice events such as these connected with 
the arrival in this country of the Marquis de La 
Fayette, emphatieally styled the NATION’s 
GUEST ; and yet so extrvordinary bas been 
the excitement on this occasion, and sv genersl 
and animated the expression of congratulation 
and weleome to this distinguished man, that we 
deem a passing notice proper. At the distance 
of nearly half a century from his first byding 
on our shores in the character of a volunteer in 
the cause in which our conntry was then en- 
gaged, he arrived, on the 15th of August last, 
at the quarantine ground, where a deputation 
waited on him, and, on the 16th, conducted him 
in the steam-boat Chancellor Livingston to the 
battery, where be was received by the corpo- 
ration and military of the city. ‘The crowds that 
assembled ut the battery to witness his landing,

and that lined Broadway and thronged the 
houses all the way to the city-hall, to view him 
as he passed to that building, which was also 
filled with spectators, and where the corpora- 
tion received him in form, exceeded any thing 
that had before been witnessed. Every day 
during his stsy here appeared a gala day; and 
on his departure for the eastward, he was con- 
dueted to the confines of Connecticut by a de- 
tachment of horse, and a committee of the com- 
mon council proceeded with him as far as Bos- 
ton. At every town and village he was met by 
the constituted authorities and the popalace ; 
and as he passed fvom place to place, the highest 
marks of respect and attention were paid him 
by both the civil and military functionaries of 
our country. Qn his return from the eastward 
he received as before all respectful attention. 
Again every day produced some new mark of 
regard, until, on the evening of Tuesday the 
Lith of September, the marquis, accompanied 
by members of the Cincinnati and a deputation 
trom the city, proceeded up the North river in 
the steam-boat James Kent, which was very 
generously appropriated for this purpose by the 
proprietors. His visits to the different places 
on the river, as far as Albany and Troy, were 
hailed with the same enthusiastic expressions of 
“ welcome,” as had been exhibited in his visits 
here and tothe eastward. He retarned to this 
city in the James Kent early on the morning of 
Menday the 20th of September. On Thursday 
the 23d he departed for the south. His recep- 
tion in New-Jersey, at Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Washington, Yorktown, &e. &e. was attended 
with similar cireumstances, each place viein 
with the other in expressions of “ welcome” an 
regard, and in displays of splendour and effect. 
At the last mentioned place he arrived on the 
18th of October, and on the next day, the anni- 
versary of the surrender of Lord Cornwallis, a 
numerous assemblage commemorated in high 
style an event in which the marquis had been a 
conspicuous sector. and which may be said to 
have terminated the war of the revolution. His 
visits farther south will no doubt be in aceord- 
ance with what has already passed. 

At almost every stage of his visits, from his 
arrival in this city to the present time, the mar- 
quis has been addressed by the governor, mayor, 
or some other distinguished personage of the 
eommunity. These addresses were generally 
very appropriate, and many of them merit pre- 
servation from oblivion. We have room how- 
ever but for the following, which we copy from 
the New-York American of September 8th. 

* Yesterday, at 11 o'clock, General La Fay- 
ette, sccompanied by the mayor, the commit- 
tee, and several other members of the corpora- 
tion, visited Columbia college. He was intro- 
duced into the college by General Fish, chair- 
man of the board of trustees, and received in 
the library by the president and faculty. Pre- 
silent Harris then addressed him as follows : 

“§ General La Fayette,—We greet you with 
a most cordial welcome to Columbia eollege. 


During the revolutionary war, this literary in-. 


stitution, the oldest in the state, partook of th 
common calamity. The noise of war, and gé 
ments rolled in blood, compelled us to fle 6 
other and more favoured places for instru/n- 
But now, how grateful the change! Y# be- 
hold us, sir, under our peaceful academi#iade, 
enjoying the blessings of freedom and #Urity, 
without an enemy to molest or make »#éraid. 
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We would not forget our obligations to our hea- 
venly Benefactor, for the precious rights and 
privileges we are permitted to enjoy; neither 
would we forget our obligations to dune great 
and good men whom it has pleased him to dis- 
tinguish as the instruments of conveying his be- 
nefits to us. In vou, sir, we recognize a favoured 
instrumentin his hand. United with our beloved 
Washington, you fought and bled in our de- 
fence. You assisted in planting the tree of li- 
berty, then indeed weak and feeble, but now, 
through the smiles of heaven, deeply is it rooted 
in our Jand, and has become a lofty tree, under 
whose wide-spreading branches millions of en- 
lightened treemen are enjoying a peaceful and 
grateful shade. 

“** We trust, sir, you will do us the justice to 
believe, that, as long as we have understandings 
to appreciate the invaluable blessings we pos- 
sess, 80 long shall our hearts overflow in grati- 
tude to the early, the generous, the constant, 
the disinterested friend of our beloved country. 
Long, sir, may.God preserve your life, to re- 
joice in the work of your hands—to behold our 
gnesperity—and to partake of our happiness ! 
wd wherever your lot shall be cast, may a kind 
protecting Providence always overshadow you ! 
May goodness and mercy follow you all the 
days of your life, and everlasting happiness 
await you in thé life to come” 


“To which General La Fayette replied in 
substance, that he sympathized sincerely in the 
distresses and losses to which the college had 
been exposed during the revolutionary war; 
that he rejoiced in the happy change that had 
taken place, and in the present visible prospe- 
rity of the institution; that he felt grateful for, 
and personally reciprocated the kind wishes ex- 
pressed to him by President Harris, and should 
always be happy to hear of the increasing use- 
fulness and reputation of Columbia college.”
